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TUESDAY  FORENOON 

THE  STATE  GRANGE  met  in  its  Forty-first  Annual  Session  in  the  Audi- 
torium in  the  city  of  Reading,  Pa.,  December  9,  1913,  at  10:30  o'clock,  and 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Worthy  Master,  W.  T.  Creasy.  The  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Secretary  caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  J.  T.  Ailman  was 
filled  by  the  appointing  of  Mrs.  Nettie  E.  Ailman  for  the  unexpired  part  of  his 
term.  Bro.  D.  B.  Esh,  772,  Juniata  County,  was  appointed  Secretary   Pro  Tern., 
for  this  meeting.  All  other  officers  were  present. 

The  State  Grange  was  then  opened  in  full  form  in  the  Fourth  Degree.

Hon.  Leonard  Rhone  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  Grange  declared 
in  open  session  for  the  reception  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Worthy  Master, 
Wm.  T.  Creasey.  The  address  follows : 

Worthy  Master's  Address 

To  the  Officers  and  ^lembers  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pride  in  the  strength  and  vigor  of  our  Order  through- 
out the  state  that  I  welcome  you  to  this,  the  41st  annual  session  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange,  in  this  beautiful  city  of  Reading.  This  is  pre-eminently  a 
lit  place  for  the  holding  of  our  meeting.  It  was  in  this  city  that  the  charter 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  was  granted  by  the  courts  of  Berks  county 
more  than  40  years  ago.  It  was  this  county  that  furnished  the  first  Master  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange.  Not  only  is  Berks  a  great  agricultural  county, 
but  at  one  time  it  was  the  leading  Grange  county  in  the  state,  and  we  hope 
^this  meeting  will  impress  the  great  necessity  fcr  the  organization  of  our  farmers, 
not  only  in  this  county,  but  in  other  counties  that  are  lagging  behind  in  the  great 
work  of  building  up  progressive  agriculture.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  great 
manufacturing  industries  located  in  this  city,  and  the  great  coal  fields  nearby, 
all  of  which  tend  to  a  community  of  interest,  with  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 
other  great  industries,  and  while  we  recognize  in  agriculture  the  basis  of  all 
wealth,  yet  we  recognize  the  necessity  of  every  other  activity  and  it  is  with  a 
spirit  of  fraternity  and  good  will  that  we  cast  our  lot  with  all  who  are  striving 
in  an  organized  capacity  for  human  uplift  and  bespeak  for  our  endeavors  as  a 
Grange  the  encouragement  and  support  of  every  other  class. 

I  hope  this  meeting  will  make  each  one  of  us  better  men,  better  women, 
better  Patrons,  and  that  we  may  accomplish  here  many  of  the  things  which 
will  tend  to  further  dignify  our  noble  Order,  and  send  over  our  great  state  the 
knowledge  that  the  Grange  is  a  real  factor  for  good  in  Pennsylvania.  With 
charity  toward  all  and  fidelity  to  the  great  principles  for  which  we  stand,  let 
us  here  resolve  that  this  meeting  shall  be  one  harmonious  stand  for  good,  so 
that  when  the  session  has  ended  we  may  return  to  our  respective  homes,  feeling 
that  is  was  good  to  have  been  together  again. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

Fifty-seven  Subordinate  Granges  added  to  the  list  is  the  story  of  our 
growth  since  we  met  one  year  ago.  Pennsylvania  for  a  number  of  years  has 
been  in  the  forefront  in  Grange  growth.  In  1913  it  leads  them  all.  Shall  Penn- 
sylvania continue  to  lead?  It  is  for  you  Delegates,  Deputies  and  Patrons  who 
have  assembled  here  to  say.  Let  me  urge  you  to  carry  the  inspiration  of  this 
session  to  your  home  Grange  and  your  Pomonas,  and  to  use  all  your  influence 
to  make  the  coming  year  another  great  Grange  year.  Another  thing  that  proves 
the  permanency  and  stability  of  this  Order  is  the  constantly  increasing  number 
of  Grange  halls  erected  by  the  Granges  in  different  parts  of  our  state.  A 
Grange  home  is  needed  in  every  community,  not  only  for  strictly  Grange  meet- 
ings, but  to  attend  to  all  farm  activities,  for  without  social  life  in  the  country, 
it  is  impossible  to  keep  our  young  people  on  the  farm.  It  is  as  necessary  in  the 
country  to  have  human  development  placed  on  the  highest  plane  as  it  is  any- 
where else.  The  Grange  in  its  wide  field  develops  the  latent  abilities  of  the 
farmer's  family.  It  is  a  great  school.  And  in  this  day  of  organization  among 
other  lines  of  business,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  farmers  to  co-operate 
in  order  to  find  the  best  methods  and  carry  them  out,  and  this  can  only  be  done 
through  organization. 

Necessity  of  Discipline 

The  discipline  laid  down  in  our  ritual  is  frequently  not  carried  out  as  it 
should  be;  some  Granges  pay  little  or  no  attention  to  it.  The  consequence  is  the 
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membership  loses  interest  and  non-attendance  results.  Withrout  discipline  a 
Grange  cannot  be  effective.  The  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  should  be  care- 
fully observed  by  the  officers,  by  promptly  opening  the  Grange  at  the  appointed 
hour  in  due  form,  each  orie  in  their  place  prepared  to  do  their  work  with  in- 
telligence and  proper  dignity.  When  the  lecturer  prepares  his  program  for  the 
meqting  there  should  be  no  baitings  or  hesitancy,  and  the  work  in  the  Grange 
should  be  disposed  of  in  a  parlimentary  way,  members  freely  expressing  their 
opinions  with  dignity  and  without  reserve.  The  wisdom  of  the  presiding  officer 
is  measured  by  the  manner  in  which  he  conducts  the  business.  Though  there  may 
he  a  division  of  opinion  in  the  Grange,  yet  it  should  always  be  said  that  the  presid- 
ing officer  has  been  fair  and  impartial,  and  has  prevented  differences  of  opinion 
from  becoming  factional  strifes  in  the  Grange.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  neigh- 
borhood jealousies  and  dissensions  should  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Grange. 
Jt  is  a  fact  that  a  properly  managed  Grange  will  wipe  out  95  per  cent,  of  the 
little  unpleasantnesses  that  often  get  into  a  community. 

Pomono  Granges 

The  Pomona  Grange  is  a  county  Grange  composed  of  members  belonging 
to  the  various  Subordinate  Granges  in  the  county.  They  are  one  degree  higher 
than  the  Subordinate  Grange  and  should  be  models  of  exactness  and  discipline 
in  all  that  pertains  to  a  well-regulated  Grange.  Business  matters  should  be  fairly 
discussed  in  their  turn  without  waste  of  time.  Order  must  be  preserved,  the 
Overseer  assisting  the  Master  in  details  of  the  work.  Object  lessons  of  this  kind 
by  Pomona  Granges  will  permeate  every  Subordinate  Grange.  To  extend  the 
Order  and  assist  the  weaker  Granges,  open  meetings  should  be  held  during 
the  year,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pomona  Grange.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  duties  of  Pomona  Granges  and  I  call  their  particular  attention  to  look 
after  the  Subordinate  Granges  of  their  county.  Pomona  Granges  should  really 
be  a  two  days*  affair,  and  one  day,  or  at  least  one  session,  should  be  given  to 
open  meetings,  where  the  questions  affecting  the  county  can  have  the  broadest 
discussion.  This  will  help  improve  our  schools,  our  roads,  our  productiveness, 
and  a  hundred  other  things.  ,     .      ,   r  i 

I  believe  further  that  more  practical  benefit  will  be  derived  from  such  open 
meetings  for  the  agricultural  class  than  from  farm  meetings,  where  speakers 
from  a  distance  and  generally  have  a  "cut-and-dried"  speech  that  may  not  be 
of  any  value  whatever  to  that  locality.  Brother  Patrons,  remember,  that  within 
our  Order  we  have  some  real  farm  experts  whose  advice  and  experience  cannot 
be  measured  by  dollars  and  cents. 

Publicity 

The  Grange  extends  its  thanks  to  the  press  of  the  state  for  the  manner  in 
which  notices  and  kind  words  are  given  about  our  meetings  Much  good  has 
been  accomplished  along  these  lines  and  more  could  be  done  if  we  will  furnish 
the  news.  There  are  now  requests  on  my  desk  from  leading  agricultural  and  other 
papers  for  news  of  Grange  doings.  Our  own  paper,  the  Grange  News,  is  doing 
good  work  and  is  of  great  value  to  our  organization.  It  has  been  practical  y 
self-sustaining.  The  report  of  its  cost  will  be  given  to  this  body  by  its  able 
managing  editor.  Brother  Lloyd.  This  paper,  as  you  all  know,  is  owned,  edited 
-and  controlled  by  the  Grange ;  and,  as  editor-in-chief,  I  personally  thank  all  who 
have  done  so  much  towards  its  success.  I  am  also  not  """^^"^^"^^^V^  -u  T^ 
managing  editor.  Brother  Detrich,  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  built  up  the 
Grange  News,  and  in  the  splendid  way  his  books  were  kept  when  he  turned  them 
over  to  his  successor.  I  would  suggest  that  a  permanent  committee  on  woman  s 
work  be  appointed  by  this  State  Grange  and  the  same  to  have  charge  of  the 
woman's  work  department  in  Grange  News,  and  also  a  P^^"!^"""  /.nTmInf 
on  juvenile  Grange  work,  same  to  have  charge  of  the  young  folks    department 

in  our  paper. 

Deputy  Work 

The  Deputy  work  is  of  greatest  importance.  A  live,  energetic  Deputy  is 
necessary  to  the  proper  development  of  Grange  work  m  any  county,  and  1 
want  to  impress  upon  these  Delegates  this  fact,  so  that  m  the  selection  the  ut- 
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most  care  may  be  exercised  in  choosing  men  and  women  who  can  and  will 
K;ive  their  time  to  the  development  of  existing  Granges  through  regular  inspec- 
tion, and  who  can  and  will  take  time  to  institute  new  Granges  in  localities  where 
it  is  possible  to  create  a  demand  for  them. 

Field  Meetings 

During  the  past  year  the  various  Granges  (Subordinate  and  Pomona)  held 
picnics  which  were  addressed  by  speakers  on  various  topics  relating  to  the 
Grange.  In  many  sections  Grange  fairs  and  corn  contests,  etc.,  were  held.  All  of 
this  work  tends  to  make  a  more  progressive  agriculture. 

Education 

In  the  faithful  adherence  to  the  principles  of  our  Order,  we  insure  our 
mental,  moral,  social  and  material  advancement.  The  education  of  our  children 
is  one  of  the  prime  objects  of  the  Grange.  We  have,  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Organization,  advocated  that  practical  agriculture,  domestic  science,  and  all 
the  arts  which  adorn  the  home,  be  taught  in  the  courses  of  study  in  our  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  colleges  and  extended  to  our  common  school  system  as 
far  as  practicable.  After  all,  the  foundation  of  our  future  citizenship  is  laid  in 
the  rural  schools,  and  not  in  the  higher  schools  of  learning.  And  the  higher  the 
standard  in  these  rural  schools  the  higher  will  be  the  type  of  our  citizenship. 
Our  country  schools  are  not  up  to  the  standard,  and  our  contention  is  that 
the  first  duty  of  the  state  is  to  look  after  its  educational  system,  and  the  per- 
fecting of  the  common  schools  is  of  prime  concern  to  all.'  The  improvements 
of  our  rural  schools  must  ever  be  the  first  educational  concern  of  the  Grange. 
If  our  country  schools  are  not  up  to  the  standard,  parents  will  leave  the  farm 
.nnd  move  to  town  to  secure  a  little  higher  schooling  for  their  children.  The  farm 
is  rented,  thus  establishing  tenantry,  which  is  undesirable.  And  in  place  of  the 
child  learning  to  love  the  country  and  rural  life,  it  is  weaned  from  the  farm 
and  when  the  school  ])eriod  is  ended,  it  turns  to  the  city  for  its  life  work.  The 
township  high  school  is  a  great  help  in  giving  the  farmer's  children  higher  edu- 
cation without  sending  them  away  from  home.  They  should  be  assisted  in  every 
possible  way  to  make  them  stronger  and  better.  In  these  schools  we  secure  a 
higher  grade  of  teachers.  By  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature  an  appropriation  was 
made  to  start  industrial  training  and  vocational  education.  The  cities  are  look- 
ing for  their  share  of  these  schools  attachehd  to  some  of  our  township  high 
schools  as  a  starting  point.  Mechanics  in  the  country  are  getting  scarcer  every 
year  and  the  farmer  is  compelled  to  use  more  machinery,  and  it  is  necessary  that 
he  understands  the  workings  of  this  machinery,  as  well  as  the  repairing  of  it. 
Nothing  adds  so  much  to  the  life  of  the  farm  as  a  well-kept  work-shop,  and 
the  same  is  true,  in  my  opinion,  if  the  workshop  was  added  to  the  township  high 
school.  Our  State  College  added  a  short  summer  course  to  prepare  teachers  for 
township  high  schools  by  giving  lessons  in  industrial  training.  It  has  been  the 
aim  of  our  higher  institutions  of  learning  to  lengthen  the  course,  while  the 
farmer,  in  reality,  to  give  his  sons  and  daughters  the  training  to  fit  them  for 
agriculture  must  have  a  shorter  course.  We  believe  no  course  of  education, 
whether  in  the  university  or  college,  is  finished  until  the  student  has  had  at 
least  two  years  of  practical  work  on  a  farm. 

C0-0PER.\TI0N  • 

The  Grange  affords  the  best  possible  agency  for  farmers  to  co-operate  in 
business.  It  was  the  pioneer  in  this  movement.  Nearly  fifty  years  ago  it  laid 
down  the  proposition  of  bringing  producers  and  consumers,  farmers  and  manu- 
facturers into  the  most  direct  and  friendly  relations  possible.  "Hence  we  must 
dispense  with  a  surplus  of  middlemen,  not'  that  we  are  unfriendly  to  them,  but 
that  we  do  not  need  them.  Their  surplus  and  their  exactions  diminish  our  pro- 
r.ts."  The  State  Grange  a  year  ago  started  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange,  a 
report  of  which  will  be  read  by  its  manager.  Co-operation  is  as  important  in 
seeing  the  farmer's  products  as  it  is  in  buying  his  supplies.  To  reach  the  con- 
sumer in  the  most  direct  route  is  advantageous  both  to  the  producer  and  con- 
sumer. Those  who  can  tend  curbstone  markets,  or  have  regular  customers  for 
iJieir  produce,   should  avail  themselves  of  this,  the  best   opportunity  to  market 
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their  goods.  Where  the  farmer  lives  far  from  market,  or  produces  in  large  quan- 
tities, it  is  more  difficult  and  there  must  be  dependence  on  commission  men. 
As  farm  help  gets  scarcer  and  scarcer,  the  farmer  will  have  less  time  to  go  to 
market  and  therefore  must  depend  on  others  to  handle  his  produce.  For  this 
reason  the  farmers  can,  through  their  Grange  organization,  sell  the  products 
of  their  community,  if  rightly  managed,  in  about  the  same  time  that  it  would 
take  one  farmer  to  sell  what  he  produces.  If  the  high  cost  of  living  is  to  be 
reduced,  the  consumer  in  the  city  has  a  work  to  perform,  as  well  as  the  farmer. 
It  is  impossible  for  the  farmer  to  go  to  the  city  and  distribute  his  products, 
but  it  is  possible  for  people  in  the  cities  to  make  arrangements  whereby  they 
can  get  the  farm  products  without  passing  through  so  many  hands,  thus  reduc- 
ing the  price  to  the  consumer.  In  this  matter  railroads  play  an  important  part, 
as  relating  to  freight  rates,  the  frequency  and  promptness  of  local  freights. 
The  question  of  grading  and  storage  facilities  should  be  considered  jointly  by 
by  the  farmers  and  the  railroads.  It  is  hardly  possible  under  present  trade  ar- 
rangements to  do  without  some  middlemen.  And  they  perforni  a  useful  work 
in  the  question  of  distribution,  and  if  we  continue  the  conditions  that  compel 
|he  farmer  to  sell  his  crop  as  soon  as  harvested,  and  expect  these  people  to 
take  the  crop  and  furnish  storage  facilities,  and  take  chances,  we  must  pay  them 
for  these  trade  relations.  As  long  as  these  cconditions  exist,  regardless  of  their 
cost,  just  so  long  is  the  consumer  and  producer  at  the  mercy  of  more  or  less 
speculation. 

The  question  of  farm  credits  will  be  fully  discussed  by  Brother  James  G. 
McSparran,  who  was  our  Delegate  on  the  European.  Commission  to  study  this 
matter   abroad,   and   to   which    I    invite   your   special   attention   when   presented. 
Hearings  are  now  being  held  in  Washington,  before  a  Sub-Committee,  on  this 
matter.    The    present    currency   bill   permits    national   banks    to    discount    papers 
given  for  farm  products,  but  a  separate  bill  will  be  presented  to  Congress   for 
farm  credits   on   long-time  loans.   The   Master  of  your   State   Grange  appeared 
before  the  Sub-Committee  on  Banking  and  Currency  early  last  spring  m  advo- 
cacy  of    a   national   banking   law    which    would   permit   national    banks   to   loan 
money  on  farm  mortgages,  and  in  order  to  keep  as  many  liquid  assets  as  possible 
in  these  banks,  we  advocated  that  a  provision  should  be  added  permittmg  the 
banks  to   issue  coupon  bonds  of  small   denominations  on  these  mortgages,   and 
we  believe   further  that  the   federal   reserve  notes  provided   for   in  the   present 
currency  bill  should  be   full  legal  tender  and  be  issued  only  in  such  quantities 
and   retired   in  such  manner  as  will   retain   stability  and  the  purchasing  power 
of  money.  Co-operation  will  never  be  successful  until  the  farmer  does  business 
on  a  cash  basis.  I  will  repeat  what  I  said  last  year  in  my  address :  The  Pennsyl- 
vania State   Grange  has  adopted  a  co-operative  credit  system  which  will   ht  in 
our  present  banking  system  and  available  at  any  time  that  the  membership  of  a 
Grange   wants  credit.  It  is  practicable  and  workable.  It  is  as  follows:  tor  ex- 
ample, in  a  Grange  of  50  members  each  would  pledge  his  individual  credit  for 
a  sufficient   amount  which,  taken  collectively,  would  make   a  credit  basis  large 
enough  to  do  the  business  of  that  Grange  on  a  cash  basis.  This  collective  credit 
would  be  used   at  the  bank  as  collateral  where  notes  are  given   for  purchases 
made.   This   credit   is   to   managed  by   an   executive  committee   which   vvill   pass 
rpon  all  such  purchases  at  meetings  of  the  Grange.  Should  a  loss  occur  it  would 
be  divided  pro  rata  among  those  whose  credit  has  been  pledged  and  in  no  case 
would   a   member   be   liable   for  an   amount   larger  than   his  pledge.   It   will   be 
seen  under  this  plan  that  those  who  have  pledged  their  credit  pay  no  interest 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  any  co-operative  plan  some  ^''^''^^J^^J'^^^^'l 
made  to  help  the  person  who  cannot  pay  spot  cash.  One  of  the  objects  of  the 
Order  as  laid  down  by  the  founders  is :  ';to  discountenance  the  credit  system 
\nd  it  will  pay  the   farmer  to  heed  this  injunction.  Someone  will  say  that  the 
farmer  who  can  pay  cash  will  not  lend  his  credit  to  his  brother   farmer.  This 
may  be  True  as  individuals,  just  the  same  as  one  person  would  be  opposed  to 
acking  up  a  manufacturing  concern  in  his  home  town.  \et  collectively,  we  find 
a  grea?  many  factories  are  built  by  this  very  co-operative  P  \"' ..^^ere  the  rich 
man  put  his  money,  or  credit,  in  with  his  poorer  Neighbor  and  builds  the  factory. 

Oleom.\rgarine 

Through   the   efforts   of  the   Dairy   and   Food   Commissioner,   aided   by   the 
State    Grange,    the    last    Legislature    changed    the    method    of    determining    the

color  in  oleomargarine,  compelling  it  to  be  sold  on  a  basis  of  70  per  cent,  white, 
which  means  that  oleomargarine,  in  Pennsylvania,  cannot  be  sold  when  it  resem- 
bles any  shade  of  yellow  butter.  The  previous  oleo  law  was  passed  in  1901,  and 
after  11  years  of  litigation,  the  law  was  interpreted  as  its  originators  had  in- 
tended it  to  be  construed,  and  that  is,  oleomargarine  could  not  be  sold  to 
resemble  any  shade  of  yellow  butter.  The  Grange  has  contended  for  years  that 
each  product  should  stand  on  its  own  bottom.  We  contended  further  that  if 
oleomargarine  was  sold  uncolored,  it  would  not  follow  the  price  of  butter,  that 
its  price  would  be  regulated  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  just  the  same  as 
any  other  commodity.  On  the  other  hand,  we  argued  that  if  oleomargarine  was 
permitted  to  be  colored  when  sold,  it  would  be  a  competitor  of  butter  and  would 
have  to  follow  the  price  of  butter.  We  have  established  the  fact  that  since  the 
color  is  taken  out  of  oleo,  that  the  product  can  bte  bought  cheaper  and  is  of  a 
better  grade  than  when  colored.  In  many  sections  of  the  state  from  25  to  30 
cents  a  pound  was  paid  formerly  for  oleomargarine  when  colored.  A  better 
quality  of  oleo  today  is  selling  for  20  to  22  cents  per  pound,  when  uncolored. 
The  fraud  in  oleo  all  along  has  been  in  the  coloring  of  it,  and  this  has  bjcen 
the  bone  of  contention,  and  while  butter  makers  may  add  coloring  material,  it 
does  not  palm^  the  product  off  for  something  else;  it  is  still  butter.  Wh/en 
oleomargarine  is  colored  yellow  it  is  not  for  uniformity,  but  becomes  a  substi- 
tute to  look  like  something  it  is  not.  Hence  it  is  not  fair  to  the  producer  of 
dairy  butter  to  compel  his  product  to  come  into  competition  with  a  counterfeit 
article.  The  cost  of  dairy  butter  is  so  much  more  than  oleomargarine,  that  it 
would  be  but  a  short  time  until  dairy  butter  would  be  driven  out  of  the  market. 
Oleomargarine  then  would  bring  the  price  that  good  dairy  butter  is  now  selling 
for.  A  parallel  case  to  this  has  been  the  driving  out  of  the  small  cattlemen  by 
the  beef  trust.  The  trust  not  only  forced  prices  up  when  farmers  were  ready 
:o  buy  feeders,  but  they  shut  out  the  raising  of  cattle  in  the  East  by  freezing 
out  the  butchers  who  bought  cattle  raised  here,  and  when  this  was  thoroughhly 
accomplished  you  all  know  the  result. 

^  Another  matter  that  should  be  prohibited  is  the  mixing  of  oleo  with  butter. 
This  is  a  real  "coon  trap"  arrangement  in  the  hands  of  the  beef  trust.  It  catches 
both  producer  and  consumer,  "coming  and  going."  The  beef  trust  buys  up 
large  quantities  of  butter,,  forces  up  the  price;  if  not  successful  in  unloading 
jt  at  a  big  profit,  it  is  niixed  with  cheap  oleo  and  sold  at  a  handsome  gain. 
The  national  oleo  law   needs   remodeling  in  this   and   other  particulars.. 

The  National  Grange 

The  National  Grange  held  its  47th  annual  session  at  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire.  It  elected  new  officers  which  were  selected  in  a  caucus  presided 
over  by  the  Brother  from  Ohio;  the  Brother  from  Indiana  was  the  chief 
engineer.  We  were  not  present,  in  fact  we  had  no  invitation.  Strange  as  it 
may  seem,  this  outside  information  from  the  inside.  A  class  of  nearly  5,500, 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Order,  were  initiated  and  added  to  the  seventh 
.    degree  m«embership  of  the  Order. 

The  work  of  the  National  Grange  that  attracted  the  most  attention  was 
slap  given  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  his  Secreatry  of  Agri- 
culture, primarily  l^ecause  a  certain  State  Master  did  not  receive  the  appoint- 
ment of  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  It  is  but  fair  to  say  that  this 
**grouch"  did  not  receive  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the  Delegates,  but 
enough  to  pass. 

The  next  rrfeeting  of  the  National  Grange  will  be  held  at  Wilmington,  in 
our  neighboring  state  of  Delaware.  This  will  give  Pennsylvania  Patrons  a 
chance  *.to  atjtend. 

Insurance 

Our  co-operative  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  have  proven,  by  ex- 
perience, to  be  of  great  benefit  to  members  of  the  Order,  by  furnishing  a  low 
rate  of  insurance  to  Patrons,  from  accidental  loss  by  fire.  They  are  a  success 
beyond  the  anticipation  of  their  founders. 

Life  insurance  is  of  equal  importance  and  should  receive  the  serious  con- 
.sideration  of  Patrons,  and  after  a  long  study  of  the  subject  your  Executive 
Committe  has  concluded  that  the  only  safe  life  insurance  is  on  the  legal  re- 


serve plan,  and  to  carry  out  this  porposition  we  have  followed  the  line  of 
approving  the  action  of  the  New  York  State  Grange  for  a  legal  reserve  life 
insurance  company,  the  majority  of  the  stock  to  be  owned  and  controlled  by 
members  of  Granges.  Brother  E.  B.  Norris,  Past  Master  of  the  New  York 
State  Grange,  and  other  active  members  in  Pennsylvania,  are  organizing  a  life 
insurance  company  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  upon  a  legal 
reserve  basis,  the  plans  of  which  are  as  follows:  First,  the  majority  of  the 
stock  of  said  company  to  be  owned  and  controlled  by  members  of  the  Grange. 
Second,  to  sell  insurance  to  farmers  and  others,  and  to  loan  money  on  farm 
mortgages.  Third,  to  give  liberal  forms  of  insurance  and  security  of  pro- 
tection. Fourth,  to  give  permanency  of  rates  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  con- 
sistent with  the  safety  of  the  policy  holders.  . 

This  company  is  being  organized  with  a  capital  of  $200,000.00,  and  as 
the  insurance  laws  of  New  York  state  require  a  surplus  of  $100,000.00  more, 
(^300,000.00  intact,  and  all  before  a  certificate  of  the  right  to  sell  insurance 
can  be  obtained  from  the  New  York  Insurance  Department.  These  $300,000.00 
have  been  divided  into  2,000  shares  of  $150.00  each,  and  $15.00  additional  has 
been  added  to  take  care  of  the  necessary  cost  of  distributing  the  stock  and 
the  whole  organization  expense,  as  no  part  of  the  $300,000.00  can  be  used 
for  that  purpose.  The  question  is,  whether  we  can  place  400  or  500  shares  of 
our  Order  in  Pennsylvania.  We  believe  the  company  will  be  a  success  when 
once  started. 

Conservation 

The  Grange  has  long  advocated  the  conservation  of  our  timber  supply.  In 
this  nation  forest  fires  continue  to  destroy  lives  by  hundreds  and  tangible 
assets  averaging  upwards  of  fifty  million  dollars,  annually,  besides  damaging 
soil,  water  supply  and  young  timber  growth.  The  Grange  favored  a  bill  in 
the  last  Legislature  that  every  person  and  corporation  be  held  responsible 
for  the  fires  on  its  oroperty,  but  the  measure  was  defeated.  We  did  not  re- 
ceive any  support  from  the  associations  that  are  loudly  clamoring  for  conser- 
vation. And  a  law  was  passed  exempting  timber  land  from  taxation  when  classed 

as  ''auxiliary  forest  reserves."  ,    ,  *.  •      4.^ 

The  associations  that  championed  this  measure  tunneled  a  mountain  to 
catch  a  mouse.  It  is  estimated  that  75  per  cent,  of  the  forest  fires  of  our  state 
are  caused  by  the  railroads,  and  unless  this  thing  can  be  /^"Jf^^^^:  .^here  s 
no  use  of  permitting  the  taxes  on  one  mans  timberland  to  be  paid  by  his 
neighbor  who  is  growing  fruit  trees  and  alfalfa.  Reasoned  out  to  its  last 
analysis  it  means  that  the  farmer  who  is  trying  to  grow  two  blades  of  grass 
where  one  grew  before  is  also  to  pay  the  expenses  of  growmg  two  rees  where 
one  grew  before  for  the  other  fellow.  It  is  some  more  of  the  kid-gloved  help 
that  we  are  getting  handed  so  freely  to  us.  :j:^„ 

The  Grange  is  also  in  favor  of  conserving  our  water  powers-prov.d.ng 
-.here  is  Miv  more  left  to  conserve.  The  last  Legislature,  under  a  pretense  of 
ronserving  the  water  powers,  passed  a  law  which  will  actually  prevent  the  far- 
X  from  usfng  the  water  conserved,  should  he  conserve  any  unless,  he  pre- 
nares  a  Tot  of  blue  prints,  wrapped  with  red  tape,  and  gets  the  permission  of 
an  august  body    nnlrrsburg,  known  as  the  Water  Commission.  Whether    he 

townships.  This  would  lead  to  rural  betterment. 

Legislation 

Our  legislative  program,  nationally,  has  been  carried  out  in  most  of  our 
demands  Thrparcel  post,  in  which  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  with  other 
St^rCranges,  Took  a%rominent  part,  has  P^^ven  a  success  beyond  o^ 
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most  important  work  is  for  us  to  look  after  our  legislation  in  Pennsylvania. 
We  have  a  live  Legislative  Committee  who  will  make  a  report  and  outline  an 
aggressive  campaign. 

A  distinguished  gentleman,  over  a  year  ago,  at  the  great  Williams  Grove 
picnic  said:  "I  have  read  a  great  deal  of  poetry  about  the  embattled  farmers 
at  Lexington,  and  I  know  that  every  war  that  we  have  fought  has  seen  far- 
mers of  this  -country,  along  with  the  other  patriotic  men,  embattled  in  the 
nation's  defense,  but  when  it  comes  down  to  the  voting,  when  it  comes  down 
to  the  making  of  laws,  where  are  the  embattled  farmers?  When  have  the  far- 
mers occupied  the  centre  of  the  stage.  I  have  seen  the  interests  of  a  great 
many  classes  specially  regarded  in  legislation,  but  I  must  frankly  say  that  I 
have  never  seen  the  interests  of  the  farmer  very  often  regarded  in  legislation." 

We  all  know  these  statements  to  be  true,  and  the  question  is  up  to  us  to 
see  that  we  are  represented  and  that  we  receive  justice  at  the  hands  of  the 
lawmakers  of  both  state  and  nation.  The  farmer  has  been  been  blind  to  the 
injustice  done  him.  He  has  been  busy  with  his  farm  and  its  problems.  He  has 
been  studying  how  and  when  to  plow,  to  sow,  to  mow  and  to  reap,  to  improve 
,the  productivity  of  the  soil,  to  adjust  his  live  stock  to  his  pastures  and  to  his 
feed,  to  master  the  diseases  which  attack  his  animals.  These  and  many  other 
questions  have  occupied  his  thought.  He  has  been  isolated ;  he  has  been  kept 
busy  paying  his  taxes  and  the  other  fellow's,  too.  But  co-operation,  organization, 
free  rural  mail  delivery,  and  the  35-cent  dollar  has  wakened  him  up.  He  is  not 
going  to  beg  for  recognition ;  he  is  not  going  to  sneak  around  at  the  window  to 
see  who  has  been  living  in  his  house,  but  he  is  going  to  demand,  and  fight  for 
recognition  and  justice.  Will  he  succeed?  Surely.  Will  he  meet  with  obstacles? 
Yes,  and  the  greater  the  opposition,  the  greater  will  the  victory  be.  Brother 
Patrons,  are  you  ready  for  the  fray?  Equalization  of  taxation,  and  seven  mil- 
lions dollars,  annually,  for  our  business  road,  let  us  rally  'round  the  Flag. 

Agriculture 

So  much  is  being  said  and  such  a  lot  of  "uplifting"  going  on  that  it  is 
needless  to  further  burden  our  members  on  this  subject.  It  may  be  in  order  to 
state  for  the  benefit  of  our  good  friends,  the  uplifters,  that  agriculture  is  the 
most  ancient  of  all  occupations.  It  started  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  was  followed 
by  Abraham  on  the  plains,  the  Pharoahs  in  Egypt,  in  Caesar's  time,  and  in  fact 
down  to  the  present  date.  But  when  the  good  uplifter  is  paying  near  the  dol- 
lar mark  for  a  dozen  of  eggs,  it  is  no  wonder  he  is  getting  a  move  on.  In  all 
ages  and  all  civilizations  when  the  food  supply  became  diminished,  additional 
burdens  were  placed  upon  the  farmer,  so  that  he  had  to  produce  more  in  order 
to  meet  his  obligations.  This  plan  has  been  pretty  well  followed  in  this  country. 
But  the  advance  of  manufactures  and  other  industries  has  given  the  farmer 
and  opportunity  to  secure  employment  elsewhere,  so  that  rather  than  submit 
!to  injustice  his  sons  and  daughters  have  left  the  farm.  Hence  the  country 
finds  itself  in  need  of  help  more  than  of  improved  methods  in  farming.  Let 
us  examine  some  of  these  l3urdens.  In  taxation  we  are  paying  an  average  of  16 
mills,  while  corporate  and  intangible  property  is  paying  on  an  average  of  3 
mills.  Suppose  a  farmer  buys  a  farm  for  $5,000 — pavs  $2,000  and  borrows  $3,000. 
He  is  worth  $2,000.  He  pays  taxes  on  his  $5,000  farm  of  $80.00.  But  if  all  prop- 
erty paid  the  same  mill  rate,  he  would  pay  10  mills  or  $50.00.  But  in  a  fair 
•system  of  taxation  he  would  pay  on  what  he  is  worth,  10  mills  on  $2,000,  or 
$20.00.  In  the  one  case  he  would  save  $30.00  and  in  the  other  $60.00.  Remember, 
these  taxes  are  annual  payments.  The  former  sum  in  the  course  of  40  years  at 
compound  interest  would  amount  to  $4,642;  the  latter  would  amount  to  $9,284. 
This  is  one  burden. 

The  farmer  is  getting  on  an  average  35  cents  of  every  dollar  the  consumer 
pays.  Let  us  apply  this  to  the  purchase  of  machinery.  It  would  require  nearly 
If^lOO  of  the  consumer's  money  for  the  farmer  to  purchase  one  six-foot-cut  binder, 
the  average  life  of  which  is  8  years,  used  6  days  each  year,  or  48  days  of  service 
in  all.  The  binder  costs  the  manufacturer  in  the  neighborhood  of  fifty  dollars 
delivered  at  the  various  warehouses.  Both  producer  and  consumer  are  robbed 
in  this  transaction.  This  is  not  all.  The  farm  implements  and  materials  used  by 
the  farmer  are  of  inferior  quality.  Take  wire  fencing,  nails,  furniture,  grain 
drills,  wagons,  etc.,  the  wearing  qualities  of  none  of  these  articles  are  as  good  as 
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vears  ago.  Why?  There  are  reasons  for  it  which  I  can  not  now  discuss,  but  all 
make  up  some  of  the  burdens  of  the  farmer.  Instead  of  the  farmer  being  such 
a  benighted  being,  the  wonder  is  that  he  is  doing  as  well  as  he  does.  I  would  in 
all  earnestness  suggest  that  these  "uplifters"  can  be  of  real  service  to  us  if  they 
would  go  to  the  factories  and  investigate  and  promulgate  better  farm  machinery 
and  supplies  at  prices  at  which  they  should  be  sold.  This  would  give  the  young 
farmer  a  chance  to  buy  cheaper  and  better  machinery,  to  buy  more  and  in  turn 
produce  more. 

Public  Roads 

The  defeat  of  the  Bond  issue  is  a  great  victory  for  the  Grange,  and  the  tax- 
payers in  general.  It  showed  the  solidarity  of  the  Grange  movement.  The  National 
Grange  passed  the  following  resolutions  as  the  Grange  road  policy,  which  we 
believe  to  be  sound  and  wise : 

Whereas,  The  Grange  has  been  the  pioneer  in  the  good  roads  movement  and 
jLhe  sentiment  for  them  is  practically  universal,  and  there  is  great  danger  of  this 
sentiment  being  diverted  toward  the  construction  of  scenic  highways  and  boule- 
vards for  the  benefit  of  tourist,  and  pleasure  seekers,  rather  than  for  the  busi- 
ness interest  of  the  general  public ;  and  . 

Whereas,  The  roads  needed  first  are  those  which  put  the  farmer  in  close 
touch  with  the  trading  centers  and  enable  the  producer  and  consumer  to  reach 
each  other  quickly,  inexpensively  and  easily,  and  save  the  farmer  much  money  in 
the  cost  of  haulage  and  enables  the  consumer  to  receive  a  share  of  the  benefits; 

Whereas,  While  the  scenic  road  advertises  the  state,  the  interior  highway 
develops  its  resources,  the  former  are  desirable  when  they  can  be  afforded,  but 
the  latter  are  indepensable ;  therefore,  be  it  .        ^u  ^  .u       \a 

Resolved,  By  the  National  Grange  in  this  47th  annual  session,  that  the  old 
adage,  "business  before  pleasure,"  is  especially  true  in  regards  to  the  location 
and  construction  of  public  highways;  and  be  it  further  >^r^,^^^^  ^„h 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committees  of  the  Grange  both  National  and 
<^tate  are  urged  to  use  every  honorable  endeavor  to  secure  first  business  roads 
that  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  both  producer  and  consumer. 

Resolved  further.  That  we  are  opposed  to  the  many  bonding  schemes  ad- 
vanced by  those  seeking  touring  roads,  believing  that  the  pay-as-you-go  policy 
is  more  businesslike.  Whereas,  roads  are  local  affairs  and  their  control  should 
remain  with  the  state  and  the  people  in  whose  midst  they  are;  therefore 

Resolved    further.   That  the   national   and   state  government   should   provide 
general  standards  of  roads  toward  which  aid  is  given  -"/  Pf.^^f . ^^^^^ 
inspection  and  a  refusal  to  make. payment  for  any  F^^^J^  ^^"g^^^^^?^^ 
standards   This  would  do  away  with  a  lot  of  expensive  official  machinery. 

Congres  man  Shackleford,  Chairnaan  of  the  Goods  Roads  Committee  in  Con- 
gress favors  "he  improvement  of  the  business  roads.  Our  National  Secretary  of 
Wuture  advocates  similar  action.  The  Grange  has  always  advocated  this  plan 
U  would  seem  from  the  letters  and  information  received,  together  with  the 
knowledge  gained  in  this  good  roads  movement,  that  our  road  laws  need  to  be 
chS  to  conform  more  closely  to  our  public  school  system,  and  at  least  five 
iSn  dolla'rs  app^^^  annually  for  roads.  The  Legislative  Committee  will 

more  fully  discuss  this  subject.

.the  cause.  His  sterling  excellence  will  preserve  his  name  in  our  annals.  The  death 
Uic  tAlT  C  K^y;. the  founder  of  our  Order,  was  learned  with  deep  sadness. 

His  noble  work  will  live  for  all  time.  I  recommend  that  memorial   services  be 
held  at  this  session  of  the  State  Grange.

Report  of  the  Worthy  Overseer 

E.  B.  DORSETT 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  submitting  this,  my  first  Annual  Report,  as  Overseer  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange,  I  find  that  while  my  labors  have  taken  me  into  new  fields  of  Grange 
activities,  that  the  character  of  the  work  completed,  all  tended  to  build  up  and 
extend  our  Order.  Four  Subordinate  Granges  were  organized  and  one  Pomona. 
Public  and  private  meetings  were  addressed  and  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange 
attended.  Grange  officers  were  installed  and  Grange  halls  dedicated.  The  year  has 
been  one  of  the  busiest  in  all  of  my  Grange  experiences. 

GRANGE  POLICIES 

During  the  year  the  Grange  fought  anci  won  one  of  the  most  important 
battles  within  its  history.  The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  authori- 
zing the  bonding  of  the  State  for  fifty  millions  of  dollars  was  defeated  upon  the 
L^rounds  that  the  proposition  was  neither  just  nor  businesslike  and  that  sufficient 
money  could  be  raised  by  taxing  personal  and  corporate  property  for  road  pur- 
poses, thus  making  it  unnecessary  to  bond  the  State  for  any  amount  and  at  the 
I^ame  time  putting  the  burden  of  expense  upon  property  that  pays  the  least  tax. 
i?  was  a  signal  viftory  for  the  Grange  and  puts  it  in  the  position  where  it  becomes 
necessary  To  propose   some  definite  road   legislature  that  will  be  both  practica 

!^d  workable.  In  doing  this  the  Grange  should  be  generous  in  its  views  careful  o 
Its  policy    eliminating   all   personalities  and   partisanship   and  remembering  that 
roads  a^'forTllTf  the  people  and  not  for  a  few  people   or  a  single  party,  faction 
ororcanization    Let  us  insist  upon  ''Business  Roads   for  a  busy  people,  rather 
?harEurTroads  for  the  idle  rich.  We  have  it  within  our  power  to  perpetua  e 

he  name  of  the  Grange  in  our  State  and  institute  a  system  of  ^o^d  making  tha 
s^all  bring  untold  benefits  to  agricultural  interests  and  laboring  classes.  Let  us 
make  the  most  of  the  opportunity. 

Roads 

One  of  the  most  serious  obstacles  in  the  way  of  real  "Social  Progress  and 
RuraYupHft''  in  Country  life  is  poor  roads.  If  these  conditions  continue  fruit  u^ 
farms-  will  be  abandoned  and  rich  lands  go,  to  waste.  Life  ^"J^^  J^^^ 
often    becomes    isolated,    and    barren    of    social    Pleasures    and    enjoyments     a^^ 

a  result  of  poor  roads.  Farmers  in  some  c^"^"^"^^^^„^/^„^^^^^^^^^ 

tages  that  ambition  is  checked,  energy  weakened,  and  industry  paralyzed. 
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Good  roads  make  habitation  along  them  most  desirable;  they  economize 
time  and  energy  m  transporting  farm  products,  reduce  the  wear  and  tear  on 
horses,  harnesses  and  wagons,  and  increase  the  market  value  of  farm  products  and 
tend  to  beautify  the  farms  through  which  they  pass;  they  make  rural  mail 
aelivery  possible  and  are  a  potent  aid  to  education,  religion  and  sociability 
Chas.  bumner  once  said,  'The  road  and  the  school  master  are  the  two  most  im- 
portant agents   in   advancing  civilization." 

The  difference  between  good  and  bad  roads  is  often  equivalent  to  the  dif- 
ference between  profit  and  loss.  Good  roads  have  a  money  as  well  as  a  social 
aiid  political  value  to  farmers,  and  leaving  out  convenience,  comfort,  social  and 
the  refining  infiuences  which  good  roads  always  bring,  and  looking  at  them  only 
from  a  financial  viewpoint  they  are  found  to  pay  handsome  dividends  each  year 
larmers,  generally,  are  beginning  to  realize  that  the  best  interests  of  American 
Agriculture  can  only  be  conserved  by  the  construction  of  good  roads. 

Roads  An  Index  Of  Progress 

Goods  roads  are  a  true  index  of  the  progress  made  in  civilization  or  in 
other  words,  they  mark  the  degree  of  civic  pride  and  intelligence  as  reached  by 
a  people  of  a  State  or  a  Nation.  The  first  roads  built  in  this  country  were  nothing 
niore  than  paths  made  by  the  Indians  in  following  the  hunt  or  the  early  settlers 
in  going  from  cabin  to  cabin.  In  improving  these  crude  thoroughfares,  it  was 
easy  to  follow  the  line  of  least  resistance,  and  we  find  many  of  these  early  primi- 
tive roads  in  use  today.  One  would  not  need  to  travel  over  many  miles  of  Penn- 
sylvania roads  before  he  would  be  convinced  that  neither  grade  nor  convenience 
was  considered  when  the  roads  were  established. 

Miles  of  Roads  in  Pennsylvania 

In  round  numbers,  we  have  one  hundred  thousand  mile  of  roads  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. Under  the  Sproul  Act  the  State  has  taken  over  nine  thousand  miles  of  these 
roads,  leaving  about  ninety  thousand  miles  that  are  classified  as  '*Dirt  Roads" 
1  hese  roads  must  be  built  and  maintained  by  the  farmers ;  and  it  is  over  these 
roads  that  the  great  bulk  of  farm  products  must  be  hauled  to  market.  It  is  obvious 
tnerefore,  that  any  movement  in  the  interest  of  Agriculture,  with  a  view  of  better- 
ing farm  conditions,  must  consider  the  problem  of  building  and  maintaining  these 
roaos. 

State  Aid 

The  Grange  has  been  the  pion^r  in  securing  legislation  in  the  interest  of 
goods  roads,  all  of  which  our  records  will  prove ;  under  its  influence  the  State  has 
promised  much,  but  has  paid  but  little  (for  which  the  Grange  is  not  responsible) 
and  before  taking  on  any  other  obligations  it  should  discharge  its  old  debt  to  the 
real  estate  owners  of  Pennsylvania.  One  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  the  Grange 
IS :  That  we  seek  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  numbers."  In  other  words 
the  Grange  holds  that  a  little  money  judiciously  and  intelligently  expended  on 
the  roads  over  which  so  many  people  must  travel  and  over  which  practicallv  all 
farm  products  must  be  hauled,  is  a  much  better  policy  than  to  expend  so  much 
money  on  a  few  miles  of  road  over  which  so  few  people  will  travel  as  compared 
v;jth  the  State  as  a  whole ;  and  over  which  little  or  no  freight  will  be  hauled  ex- 
cepting for  short  distances. 

State  Supervision 

The  High^yay  Department  has  done  nothing  during  its  existence  that  has 
been  so  potential  in  promoting  the  Good  Roads'  movement  as  the  work  com- 
pleted on  many  of  our  Dirt  Roads,  during  the  past  season.  This  work  clearly 
demonstrates  the  necessity  and  importance  of  having  more  money  expended  on 
our  Dirt  Roads.  The  State  should  see  to  it  that  the  money  for  this  purpose  is  pro- 
vided and  that  each  Township  gets  its  proportionate  share  of  the  money  thus 
expended,  not  to  exceed  $20.00  per  mile.  ^ 

Road  Material 

,       Throughout  Pennsylvania  there  are  large  deposits  of  gravel  and  sand.  Stone 
IS  abundant  and  can  be  obtained  with  but  little  cost  for  road  purposes.  It  is  a 
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useless  expenditure  of  money  to  attempt  to  make  permanent  road  beds  out  of 
held  stone  alone,  even  when  the  steam  roller  is  used,  as  it  will  not  stand  heavy 
traffic,  nor  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  automobile.  It  is  possible,  however,  to  make  a 
permanent  road  bed  by  the  use  of  field  stone,  gravel,  sand  and  cement.  With  these 
materials  rightly  mixed  the  permanent  road  bed  can  be  made  for  much  less  than 
is  now  being  paid  for  the  macadam  roads.  The  life  of  a  cement  road  as  compared 
with  the  macadam  is  much  greater  as  can  be  easily  proven  by  comparing  the 
floor  of  the  bridge  built  of  cement  with  that  of  the  macadam  roads  built  at  the 
same  time.  The  writer  knows  of  one  macadam  road  that  has  been  re-surfaced 
three  times  while  the  cement  floor  of  a  bridge  within  that  road  is  apparently  as 
good  as  it  was  the  day  it  was  built. 

Macadam  Roads 

Before  the  advent  of  the  automobile,  the  macadam  road  met  with  a  fair 
degree  of  success;  but  since  then  they  have  been  an  absolute  failure.  Since  the 
auto  traffic  is  daily  increasing,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Highway  Department  find 
some  road  material  that  will  take  the  place  of  macadam,  that  can  be  laid  at  a 
comparatively  low  initial  cost,  that  will  have  low  maintenance  charges  and  that  will 
prove  reasonably  permanent.  Mr.  Logan  Walter  Page,  Director  of  Office  of  Public 
Roads  makes  the  statement  that  the  macadam  roads  of  New  York  were  costing 
on  an  average  of  $826.00  per  mile  for  annual  maintenance.  The  advent  of  the 
automobile,  and  other  forms  of  motor  traffic,  has  been  the  chief  cause  of  the 
destruction  of  macadam  roads.  The  problem  of  selecting  a  proper  road 
material  becomes  more  serious  when  we  reflect  that  the  demands  made  by 
this  new  form  of  motor  traffic  are  certain  to  increase  with  the  years  to  come. 
Highway  engineers  from  every  land  have  been  looking  for  a  cheap  road  mater- 
ial that  would  make  a  firm  and  lasting  road  bed,  but  so  far,  their  efforts  have 
been  only  partially  successful. 

While  constructional  methods  in  nearly  all  other  lines  of  engineering  have 
been  satisfactorily  perfected  and  standardized,  we  find  present  highway  con- 
struction on  main  truck  roads  grossly  inadequate  for  even  the  traffic  of  today, 
thereby  causing  needlessly  heavy  charges  for  maintenance.  It  seems  to  the  writer 
that  we  will  never  make  any  real  progress  in  road  construction,  until  we  dis- 
card macadam  material  and  substitute  something  that  is  more  durable.  Ohio, 
Indiana,  New  Jersey  and  lately  New  York  have  quit  building  macadam  roads 
and  are  now  putting  down  brick  and  concrete  instead.  The  expense  of  such  roads 
per  mile,  does  not  exceed  the  average  price  paid  by  New  York  State  for  its  wider, 
but  less  durable  macadam  roads,  while  the  brick  roads,  if  properly  constructed 
promise  to  be  in  a  good  condition  twenty-five  years  hence.  This  state  with  her 
rich  deposits  of  sand,  stone  and  gravel,  should  build  concrete  roads  where  prac- 
Itical,  and  brick  roads  on  the  main  highways,  where  traffic  is  heavy  with  a  good 
dirt  or  gravel  road  by  the  side  where  necessary. 

The  thousand  and  one  theoretical  road  combinations  which  are  not  only 
merely  offered  to  the  public,  but  offered  with  their  greatest  possible  insistence  as 
to  their  worth,  are  grave  mistakes,  and  there  is  due  to  the  public  a  word  of  warn- 
ing both  from  the  patriotic  disinterested  road  student  and  those  most  vitally 
interested  in  good  roads.  I  do  not  want  to  see  public  enthusiasm  stifled  or 
checked  by  unwarrented  attacks,  nor  discouraged  through  ignorance  and  extra- 
Aagance;  but  rather  that  it  should  be  steadily  encouraged  by  both  honesty  and 
intelligence. 

Bond  Issues 

The  American  Contractor,  Chicago,  111.,  on  April  6th  published  the  follow- 
ing- "While  large  numbers  of  really  patriotic  and  public-spirited  men  are  en- 
gaged in  pushing  forward  the  good  roads  movement,  this  is  by  no  means  the 
•universal  rule.  An  instance  strongly  illustrating  this  statement  is  seen  in  a  recent 
report  recently  issued  as  to  the  road  improvement  work  done  in  New  York  btate 
during  the  last  five  years.  Since  1906  $49,000,000  provided  by  an  issue  of  $50,000,- 
im  in  bonds,  has  been  expended,  and  the  results  accomplished  fall  far  short  ot 
meeting  the  expectations  of  those  who  framed  and  forced  the  measure  through  the 
legislature.  The  original  project  called  for  the  improvement  of  13,000  mi  es  ot 
road,  a  very  reasonable  proposition,  but  the  money  has  been  expended  and  only 
3674  miles  have  been  improved.  This  means  that  the  average  cost  of  improvement 
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has  been  more  than  $13,000  a  mile,  enough  to  construct  a  railway,  where  favor- 
able conditions  exist.  The  commission  now  asks  for  a  second  bond  issue  of 
650,000,000  (which  was  granted  at  the  general  election  in  November,  1912),  to 
improve  8,130  miles  of  road  that  has  not  as  yet  been  touched.  Judging  the  future 
by  the  past,  as  suggested  by  Patrick  Henry,  more  than  twice  that  sum  will  be 
required  to  accomplish  the  ends  aimed  at. 

"This  showing  is  bad  enough,  but  is  easily  discounted  by  the  charges  made 
for  maintaing  the  improved  roads.  In  1910  this  cost  reached  the  astonishing  figure 
of  $1,001  per  mile.  Last  year  much  less  was  expended  in  maintenance,  with  the 
result  that  many  of  the  roads  are  badly  worn  and  in  danger  of  utter  destruction. 
From  this  showing  it  is  manifest  that  good  roads  are  in  the  nature  of  a  luxury 
like  Col.  Sellers'  turnips,  'costing  like  sin.'  This  is  distinctly  discouraging  and 
if  the  New  York  extravagance  becomes  epidemic  and  like  things  have  happened 
once  or  twice  in  this  country — good  roads  will  materialize  less  rapidly  than  many 
of  us  wish." 

Pennsylvania  would  do  well  to  profit  by  the  mistake  of  her  sister  state, 
New  York  and  emulate  the  example  set  by  her  sister  state,  Ohio.  If  New  York 
could  only  build  3674  miles  of  road  with  an  expenditure  of  $50,000,000  leaving 
nothing  for  maintenance  surely  Pennsylvania  real  estate  owners  acted  wisely  in 
defeating  the  Bond  Issue.  Ohio  displayed  keen  business  judgment  when  she 
rejected  the  Bond  Issue  at  the  general  election  in  November,  1912,  and  later 
enacted  a  law  taxing  Personal  and  Corporate  %  mill  for  road  purposes.  This 
means  that  Ohio  will  not  only  have  ample  funds  for  road  construction,  but  will 
have  needed  funds* for  maintenance,  that  under  a  Bod  issue,  would  have  been  set 
aside  for  interest  and  the  payment  of  the  Bonds. 

This  is  identically  the  same  proposition  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
has  been  submitting  to  our  Legislatures  for  the  past  10  years  or  more.  Assess 
personal  and  corporate  property  on  the  same  basis  that  real  estate  is  now  assess- 
ed;  and  then  levy  a  tax  of  V2  mill,  on  Personal  and  Corporate  property,  and  we 
v/ill  receive  from  seven  to  ten  million  dollars  annually  for  road  purposes.  We 
submit  that  this  is  a  much  better  proposition  than  that  of  Bonding  the  State, 
and  inasmuch  as  it  is  alleged  that  the  Bonds  must  be  redeemed  out  of  State  funds, 
there  can  be  no  serious  objection  to  it. 

The  Farmer  and  the  Tariff 

In  framing  the  present  Tariff  Law,  the  farmer  was  unjustly  discriminated 
against.  His  interest  were  thrust  aside  in  order  that  "Infant  Industries"  might 
be  protected  and  Special  Privilege  satisfied.  Then,  as  though  to  appease  his 
wrath  and  atone  for  his  injury,  Agricultural  implements  were  placed  on  the 
Free  List.  This  act  on  the  part  of  our  Lawmakers  was  an  insult  to  his  intelli- 
gence. Every  farmer  knows  that  this  country  has  been  an  exporter  of  implements 
for  many  years  and  that  her  annual  out-put  supplies  the  countries  of  the  world. 
If  a  reduction  had  been  made  in  the  duty  on  the  steel  used  in  the  construction 
of  farm  machinery,  it  might  have  been  sold  to  him  for  less  money,  thereby  giv- 
ing him  some  direct  benefit;  but  here  again  Special  Privilege  had  to  be  satisfied. 

There  is  neither  equity  nor  justness  in  a  law  that  compels  the  farmer  to 
sell  his  products  in  open  market  and  buy  in  a  protected  one.  The  Grange  Slogan 
should  be  "Tariff  for  all  or  Tariff  for  none."  This  order  should  insist  that  the 
Tariff  be  no  longer  used  as  a  foot-ball  for  partisan  politics  or  designing  poli- 
ticians ;  and  that  in  the  future  it  be  considered  as  a  business  problem  rather  than 
a  political  issue.  Changing  conditions,  such  as  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  rather 
than  changing  Administrations,  should  be  the  basis  for  Changing  Tariff  Schedules. 

Faith  in  the  Order 

The  first  and  most  important  lesson  taught  in  our  Order  is  that  of  Faith. 
This  is  defined  in  the  greatest  of  all  Grange  Rituals  as  "The  substance  of  things 
hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen."  It  is  something  that  enters  every 
«^ngle  of  human  activities.  Its  politics,  its  business,  its  legislation,  its  society  and 
'ts  religion.  Thus  it  has  always  been  and  thus  it  will  always  be ;  even  though  Paul 
may  have  planted  and  Apollas  may  have  watered,  it  is  God  who  has  given  the 
increase. 

Men  walk  by  sight,  but  live  by  faith.  It  is  an  unchangeable  law.  Whatever 


^heir  belief  they  place  their  faith  in  the  promise  made  by  the  great  Master  of 
the  Universe,  "That  the  seed  time  and  harvest  shall  never  fail."  It  has  been  so 
in  all  the  ages  that  have  passed  and  will  be  so  in  all  of  the  centuries  which  are  to 
come.  It  is  the  order  of  the  Almighty  and  cannot  be  changed  by  legislation,  by 
an  executive  proclamation,  by  partisan  resolutions,  by  high  or  low  tariff,  nor  by 
science  itself.  Faith  affects  the  whole  plan  of  a  farmer's  existence.  He  plants 
and  sows,  he  harrows  and  cultivates,  in  the  full  exercise  of  faith  that  God  will 
send  rain  and  sunshine  sufficient  to  produce  a  crop. 

Faith  in  our  Order  may  be  measured  by  the  faith  which  we  have  in  our- 
selves and  in  one  another.  Without  it  our  Order  could  not  exist  nor  governments 
be  maintained.  It  is  but  another  word  for  confidence,  and  without  it  financial 
and  industrial  depression  would  follow  and  all  the  wheels  of  human  activities 
v.'ould  cease  their  revolutions. 

Faith  is  the  cardinal  principle  in  any  organization,  whether  it  be  for  civil, 
political,  religious,  fraternal  or  business  purposes.  Destroy  the  faith  which  the 
members  have  in  the  character  of  their  organization,  the  faith  which  they  have 
in  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  their  leaders  and  you  have  destroyed  the  very 
foundation  of   the   organization   itself. 

Our  Mexican  Policy 

By  what  ruling  of  International  Law,  President  Wilson  has  authority  to 
order  Hucrta  to  abdicate  his  office  is  hard  to  determine.  It  is  not  likely  that  the 
order  will  be  executed,  however,  unless  force  of  arms  is  employed.  It  is  useless 
to  deny  that  Huerta  is  not  inspired  by  a  degree  of  patriotism  or  that  the  more 
intelligent  Mexicans  have  not  been  irritated  by  the  action  of  the  United  States 
in  practically  dictating  what  kind  of  government  should  be  established  in  their 
country.  Our  motives  have  dou1)tless  been  misconstrued  and  looked  upon  as  an 
apparent  attempt  to  interfere  with  their  independence.  It  is  undoubtedly  time 
that  tlie  Rebels  would  be  as  hostile  to  the  United  States  if  successful,  because  of 
ihe  embargo  placed  upon  arms  and  ammunition,  as  the  Federals  have  been,  be- 
cause their  government  was  not  recognized.  It  is  expedient,  therefore  that  this 
government  should  do  nothing  in  its  efforts  to  eliminate  Huerta,  that  would  tend 
to  humiliate  the  Mexican  people  or  revive  the  bitter  hatred  that  was  engendered 
by  the  Mexican  war  of  half  a  century  ago. 

Intervention  would  not  only  bring  on  war.  but  would  further  complicate  the 
situation,  as  no  foreign  nations  can  establish  a  seat  of  Government  in  Mexico 
ond  maintain  it.  That  is  a  fuction  that  can  only  be  performed  by  the  Mexican 
people  if  anything  stable  and  commendable  is  to  be  accomplished.  The  policy 
of  this  Government  should  be  advisory  rather  than  compulsory.  If  this  Govern- 
ment can  guide  the  Mexican  people  into  a  safe  harbeor  of  their  own  making, 
without  the  use  of  arms  or  the  shedding  of  blood  and  the  sacrifice  of  human 
lives,  then  we  will  have  made  a  long  stride  towards  that  Era  of  "Universal 
Peace"  for  which  the  Grange  has  long  been  working. 

Every  true  American,  without  regard  to  his  political  affiliations  must  sanc- 
tion the  position  taken  by  Ex-President  Taft,  Senators  Root  and  Oliver  in  hearti- 
Iv  endorsing  President  Wilson's  Mexican  policy.  There  should  be  no  difference 
of  opinion  on  that  score.  He  is  in  a  much  better  position  to  obtain  reliable  in- 
formation concerning  the  Mexican  situation  than  any  private  citizen.  We  may 
disagree  with  his  policy  on  Tariff  Revision  and  Currency  Reform,  but  on  a 
policy  which  affects  the  safety  of  this  Nation,  we  must  remember  first,  last  and 
all  the  time  that  we  are  neither  Democrats,  Republicans  nor  Progressives,  but 
American  citizens. 

In  Conclusion 

The  Grange  has  entered  an  Era  of  increasing  power  and  influence.  Its 
banner  is  being  unfurled  in  new  territory  and  its  doctrine  and  principles  accepted 
bv  its  enemies.  With  increased  power  comes  added  responsibility;  and  it  behoves 
.-the  Grange  to  act  wisely  and  prudentlv.  Let  us  be  careful  with  our  criticisms, 
charitable  in  our  views;  and  ever  watchful,  "Lest  an  enemy  be  permitted  to  enter 
and  rob  the  orchard  and  vineyard,  or  sow  the  ground  with  tares. 

The  strength  of  our  Order  lies  in  the  Subordinate  Granges.  Greater  efforts 
should  be  put  forth  on  the  part  of  the  State  Grange  to  increase  their  numbers, 
strength   and   influence   during  the  coming  year.   Competent   workers   should  be 
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placed  in  the  field  and  a  Grange  campaign  begun  that  will  resound  from  every 
vale,  hill  and  mountain  peak  of  the  Grand  Old  Keystone  State.  The  Slogan  should 
be  "One  Hundred  Thousand  Members  for  1914."  Let  there  be  no  quarter,  no 
cessation  from  labor  until  every  false  prejudice  has  been  broken  down,  im- 
aginary barriers  removed,  petty  jealousies  overcome,  and  the  farmers  united 
under  the  Grange  banner,  recognizing  the  universal  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the 
over  shadowing  Fatherhood  of  God.

Let  us  each  return  to  our  homes  from  this  State  Grange  meeting,  with  a 
new  determination  to  live  better  lives,  and  to  exert  every  effort  to  make  our 
ITome  Grange  what  the  founders  of  our  Order  intended  it  should  be  **A  Success 
and  a  Power  for  Good." 

1  wish  to  endorse  the  suggestion  made  at  a  previous  meeting,  by  our  Worthy 
Past  Lecturer,  Brother  Dorsett,  regarding  the  need  of  instruction  for  the  Depu- 
ties. Having  served  as  Deputy  for  five  years,  I  am  in  a  position  to  realize  the 
inability  of  a  newly  appointed  Deputy  to  intelligently  perform  his  duties,  there- 
lore  I  would  suggest  that  this  State  Grange  carefully  consider  the  matter,  and 
adopt  some  system  of  instruction  for  the  Deputies. 

As  a  word  of  encouragement  for  the  younger  generation  living  upon  the 
farms  and  in  the  rural  communities,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  with  a  single  exception,  every  member  of  President  Wilson's  Cabinet 
began  life  as  a  boy  in  some  small  country  place,  this  exception,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  must  refer  to  our  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  David  F.  Houston,  who  of  all 
iviembers  of  the  Ca])inet,  should  have  been  a  man  raised  upon  the  farm,  and 
having  a  thorough  knowledge  of,  and  experience  in  agriculture. 

Making  the  best  use  of  early  opportunities,  a  majority  of  our  great  men 
of  today,  developed  their  talents  by  study,  steadily  working  their  way  upward,  to 
ihat  broader  experience  in  the  affairs  of  life,  which  ultimately  fitted  them  to 
become  great  men. 

"The  lives  of  great  men  reached  and  kept,  were  not  obtained  by  sudden 
flight,  but  they,  while  their  companions  slept  were  toiling  upward  in  the  night." 

Their  example  should  be  an  inspiration  to  those  who,  being  born  and  raised 
in  the  country,  are  apt  to  consider  their  surroundings  as  unfavorable.  If  a  youth 
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has  ambition  and  energy  he  will  surely  find  the  gate  of  opportunity  open. 

In  no  part  of  the  world  have  there  been  finer  illustrations  of  the  develop- 
ment of  self-reliance,  prudence,  concentration  and  those  other  traits  of  character 
than  in  the  rural  districts. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  congratulate  the  Grange  upon  its  present  pros- 
perity and  the  splendid  work  that  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 
May  we  not  only  maintain  this  splendid  record,  but  strive  to  still  greater  achieve- 
ment during  the  years  to  come. 

As  Assistant  Steward,  my  duties  are  not  only  to  assist  the  Worthy  Steward 
in  his  labors,  but  to  do  all  that  I  can  for  your  comfort,  and  to  help  make  this 
meeting  of  the  State  Grange,  the  most  helpful  and  inspiring  session  ever  held.

The  Worthy  Chaplain,  Rev.  H.  G.  Teagarden,  presented  his  annual  report. 

The  Chaplain's  Report  for  1913 

In  these  long  winter  nights  my  mind  goes  out  to  the  thousands  of  Homes 
in  Pennsylvania  which  comprise  the  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
and  wonder  what  has  been  the  progress  of  our  members  and  their  loved  ones 
in  the  things  that  pertain  to  the  Soul  Life — that  more  important  part  of  man, 
God's  handiwork — and  which  is  destined  to  live  after  these  temporal  things  con- 
cerning us  here  have  faded  and  passed  away.  Socialogically  speaking  it  is  without 
controversy  admitted  that  the  interests  of  the  farmer  have  been  neglected  from 
almost  every  standpoint  conceivable.  The  untold  disadvantages  of  the  past,  cause 
him  to  more  truly  appreciate  the  marvelous  development  of  the  agricultural 
education  of  today.  The  Socialogist  who  heretofore  spent  his  time  and  energy 
in  the  study  of  our  mills  and  manufacturiug  plants  and  crowded  city  districts 
has  but  recently  awoke  to  the  fact  that  one-half  of  the  human  family  "Highest 
Well  Being"  had  been  overlooked.  This  change  in  the  mind  of  the  student  of 
socialology  is  slowly  but  surely  making  its  impression  upon  the  forces  that  are 
working  for  the  betterment  of  man  in  his  present  environments.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  question  after  all  is  not  so  much  where  we  are,  as  what  we  do. 

The  farm  problem  is  therefore  a  peculiar  problem,  calhng  upon  us  to  give 
serious  thought  to  its  solution.  The  farmer  of  today  is  seekmg  better  facilities 
for  the  marketing  of  his  products  and  the  education  of  his  children  fully  realizing 
that  in  the  past  that  our  manufacturing  interests  have  been  developing  so  rapidlj 
that  cities  have  come  into  being  so  suddenly  that  is  was  marvelous  to  behold. 
This  fact  causes  us  to  behold  a  condition  that  to  my  mind  was  ruinous,  it  de- 
manded the  very  best  young  men  from  the  farm  to  come  to  tjie  relief  of  our 
manufacturing,  commercial  and  professional  avenues  of  life  and  through  allure- 
ment of  what  to  them  appeared  to  be  a  fabulous  price  for  labor,  our  best  young 
men  and  women  were  drafted  by  these  new  conditions  like  our  Father  was 
drafted  to  war.  As  a  result  the  farm  sulfered  loss    yes  and  irreparable  loss 

This  wonderful  growth  and  development  of  the  country  absorbed  energy 
and  ability  of  the  Pupil,  the  Press,  the  Lawyer,  the  Law-maker  and  in  fact  all 
to  the  end  that  farmer  and  his  farm  and  their  mutual  interests  were  not  only 
neglected  but  largely  overlooked.  Upon  the  farmer  fell  the  burden  o  taxa  ion 
which  is  largely  on  his  shoulders  yet,  together  with  many  other  equally  unjust

life  in  the  country  is  undergoing  a  profound  change.  Social  conditions  are  im- 
proving. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  greatly  improved  conditions  that  the 
spiritual  and  mental  training  of  the  mind  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  produce  the 
creation  of  a  rural  society,  whose  advantages,  rewards,  prerogatives,  opportuni- 
ties for  service,  means  of  culture  and  pleasures  are  representatives  of  the  Best 
and  sanest  that  accumulated  wisdom  of  the  ages  can  bring  to  mankind.  It  is 
plain  to  be  seen  that  the  farm  of  today  offers  a  field  of  usefulness  without 
parallel  to  the  college  graduate. 

If  the  farm  is  "A  Garden  Spot  of  Old  Mother  Earth,"  ''Where  the  Flowers 
P.loom  and  the  Sweet  Waters  Flow,"  ought  not  our  normal  schools,  colleges 
and  theological  seminaries  to  become  strong  factors  in  the  promotion  of  our 
"Highest  Well-being"  by  endowing  chairs  in  their  faculty  whose  business  and 
duty  it  would  be  to  instruct  Teachers  and  Preachers  in  rural  social  science. 
In  this  way  we  would  be  relieved  from  that  so  frequent  blunder  of  sending 
cut  teachers  and  preachers  into  rural  districts  who  know  but  little  if  anything 
about  the  social  or  any  other  conditions  but  endeavor  with  honest  purpose  to 
practice  teaching  which  in  many  instances  have  been  of  urban  nature  on  the 
country  folks.  The  hope  of  the  future  is  in  the  fact  that  many  of  our  colleges, 
and  academies  are  now  teaching  agriculture  and  the  beauty  of  the  simple  life  on 
;the  farm.  Our  strongest  and  best  men  of  State  and  Nation  are  not  only  from 
the  farm  but  of  the  farm.  Father,  mother,  for  by  these  endearing  names  I  desire 
-to  address  you.  Do  you  realize  that  you  have  much  to  do  with  the  future  of 
your  boy's  and  girl's?  "God  has  given  us  the  'Bible'  as  the  only  infallible 
rule  of  faith  and  practice."  Will  not  you  see  that  some  of  its  sacred  teachings 
:.re  daily  brought  before  the  family  circle  and  that  God's  word  be  honored 
jn  your  home  and  in  your  life,  in  order  that  we  may  have  a  nation  formed  of 
''Christian  homes,  God   fearing  and  liberty  loving  people." 

Finally,  my  fellow  "Patrons"  may  it  be  your  deepest  concern  to  see  that  the 
Labors  of  the  day  when  completed  whether  in  the  Home,  the  Church  or  the 
School,  has  enabled  your  child  to  have  a  deeper  love  for  its  parents,  its  Home 
and  the  Church.

Hon.  J.  H.  Maurer,  Presidnet  of  the  State  Federation  of  Labor,  addressed 
the   Grange   on   Workmen's    Compensation    Legislation. 

Col.  W.  L.  Bean,  Worthy  Treasurer  of  New  York  State  Grange  and  Dean  R. 
L.  Watts,  of  State  College,  were  introduced  and  made  short  addresses. 

The   Worthy    Lecturer,    R.    P.   Kester,   made   verbal   report. 

Worthy  Ceres,  Dr.  H.  McK.  Lyons,  presented  her  annual  report. 

Report  of  Ceres 

It  is  Michael  Angelo  who  is  credited  with  saying  "Trifles  Make  Perfection, 
and    Perfection  is  no  Trifle." 

If  there  is  an  organization  where  apparent  trifles  seem  to  count  for  great 
things,  it  is  in  the  Grange;  and  if  there  is  another  place  where  trifles  count  for 
perfection,  it  is  in  home-making. 

The  first  thought  in  the  minds  of  those  who  started  our  Order  was  a 
better  manhood  and  womanhood  among  our  own  members.  In  the  60s  there  was 
much  illiteracy  among  the  farmers  and  their  families;  so  the  need  of  selt-im- 
Drovement  was  very  apparent.  But  the  meetings  together  of  our  members,  the 
discussions  of  every  subject  of  current  importance,  have  changed  all  this  and 
made  our  members  familiar  with  the  most  important  thoughts  of  the  same. 

The  educated  farmer  is  no  longer  an  anomaly  or  '  smiled  at  but  because  ot 
his  ability  and  his  recognized  knowledge,  the  information  brought  in  the 
'•agricultural  papers,  the  farm  bulletins,  the  special  treatises  are  all  given  due 
consideration,  with  the  result  that  thousands  of  people  now  try  new  and  im- 
proved   methods    when    they    formerly    trusted    their    own    experience    and    the 

^"^°We  believe  the  Grange  influence  has  helped  this  growth  toward  better  things, 
but  there  is  much  vet  to  do.  "Today  we  read  that  the  secret  of  successful  farming 
is  thorough  cultivation,  a  short  time  since  it  was  considered  enough  to  subdue 

'^'  Bufas'the  Lecturer  of  Oregon  State  Grange  says:  'There  ^Yr^t"  th^^The 
of  our  farmers  that  have  taken  home  to  themselves  the  ^fs^"\^^^Jf"^^-„^^^^ 
Grange  has  its  opportunitv  in  developing  this  desirable  end,  not  only  must  a 
paA  of  the  people  know  how  to  make  four  heads  of  good  wheat  grow  where 
ihrce  now  grow,  but  every  man  that  follows  the  plow  must  know  it. 
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And  what  is  true  on  the  farm  is  true  also  in  the  home;  not  only  must 
there  be  one  hygienic  home  with  sanitary  surroundings  but  every  home  must  be 
a  sanitary  home.  Again  this  Lecturer  says  "We  are  still  confronted  with  homes 
barren  of  interests  or  beauty  of  plan.  The  badly  designed  farm  house,  the  in- 
'-litterently  arranged  drives  and  buildings,  the  thoughtless  choice  of  ornamental 
.irees  and  shrubbery;  while  the  same  energy  and  expenditure  under  thoughtful 
direction  would  bring  more  convenient,  tasteful  and  happier  results.  The  day 
when  the  fly  is  considered  a  blessing,  may  be  past,  but  that  day  is  not  come 
when  It  is  considered  absolutely  necessary  to  studiously  avoid  offering  it  a 
breeding  place.  Sanitarily  located  drains;  the  hygienic  water  supply;  properly 
.ocated  out  buildings,  barns,  etc.,  are  still  subjects  for  discussion  and  study. 
As  long  as  farmers  build  outwardly  handsome  homes  without  due  consideration 
^u  ^^^/^.  details,  we  shall  expect  misfortune  and  disease  and  distress  to  reign 
the  addition  o  fa  hot  and  cold  water  system  to  anv  home,  with  the  ordinary 
adjuncts  is  an  investment  that  adds  comfort,  health  and  no  small  amount  of 
fclf  respect. 

Until  these  ideals  of  convenience  and  sanitarv  taste  are  studied  out  that 
tney  may  be  within  the  reach  of  more  country  homes  there  is  still  work  for  us 
to  do. 

But  the  work  of  Ceres  you  say— two  lines,  we  are  told  are  directly  hers— 
the   home   and   the   ritual. 

Of  the  home  we  have  already  spoken;  but  I  would  like  to  ask  how  many 
cf  you  are  satisfied  with  the  attendance  vou  have  had  this  vear  at  your  regular 
meetings?  How  many  feel  their  ritual  work  was  well  d'one  and  when  you 
initiated  new  members  the  impression  was  made  that  you  hoped  would  be  made? 

Did  I  hear  some  one   say,  but 

"Why    don't    t/icy   make    a    person    feel 
They're   glad   he  came  and   glad  clear   through. 

And  make  him  wish  to  come  again ? 

Stop  there— who  are  these  'they'  but  you?" 

Another  says  we  have  wanted  to  improve  our  ritual  work  but  the  officers 
have  not  been  quite  ready  to  do  the  work  of  committing  their  parts  and  we 
have  not  felt  a  degree  team  the  best  for  us.  if  we  could  only  get  them  to  com- 
mit and  rehearse — 

"If  they  would  only—"  Hold  again 
Who   are  these    **they"   who    fail   to   do? 
The  only  ''they"   I  ever  saw. 
Was  made  of  you  and  you  and  you ! 
"They"   cannot    do   your   tasks,   except 
You  all  join  hands  to  see  it  through— 
There's  much  to  be  accomplished  here,  but 
"They"  will  succeed,  for  you  are  one." 

So  the  unrest  in  many  Granges  on  this  very  subject,  means,  I  believe,  that 
you  will  succeed  m  your  ritual  work  as  you  did  not  last  vear.  As  a  subordinate 
lecturer  said  in  a  Pomona  Conference,  this  work  should  be  given  as  a  dialogue 
IS  given   or  one  of  the  playettes  so  popular  in   many  of  the  Granges. 

It  has  been  of  interest,  to  attend  some  meetings  recently  held  in  the  Grange 
Halls,  which  were  not  Grange  meetings.  The  gossip  of  the  town  in  speaking  of 
Ihe  attendance  said  "not  nearly  the  people  out  today  that  formerly  attended  when 
this  meeting  was  in  the  town  hall,"  folks  don't  feel  free  to  go,' think  its  some- 
thing connected  with  the  Grange."  This  ought  not  to  be.  Many  times  it  has 
been  suggested  that  our  Grange  halls  ought  to  be  social  centers  for  the  neich- 
borhood.  * 

Here  things  that  are  educational,  that  are  social,  which  are  for  the  uplift 
of  the  community  should  find  a  place  to  meet  and  the  people  made  to  feel  a 
welcome.  Let  us  be  on  guard  that  this  "welcome"  radiates  from  our  Grange  hall 

During  the  year  whether  working  directly  for  State,  Pomona  or  Subordi- 
nate Granges,  I  have  always  tried  to  present  true  Grange  principles.

Good   Will."  agriculture  on  this  continent  shows  that  no  organization  in 

its  blh'alf^la^^vefbe^'n"'^^^^^^^^^^^      without  direct  effort  -  the  part  of  those  who 
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of  farmers,  wherever  located,  to  insure  that  success,  which  is  within  their  grasp. 
We  appeal,  therefore,  to  good  men  and  women,  whose  interests  are  our  own, 
to  jom  their  efforts  with  others,  confident  that,  with  their  support,  we  shall  not 
wait  long  for  the  consummation  of  our  hopes.  We  believe  the  principles  enumer- 
ated in  our  declaration  of  purposes  are  in  full  accord  with  the  highest  welfare 
of  our  country,  that  they  deserve  support,  especially  by  farmers. 

We  appeal  to  the  Agricultural  Journals  of  the  country,  asking  their  great 
nifluence  to  aid  in  extending  our  Order— as  a  potent  means  for  the  attainment 
of  a  great  object.  To  these  forces  and  to  the  intellignce  of  our  people,  we  would 
call  again  your  attention  to  the  purposes  which  animate  many  thousands  of 
farmers  m  our  state,  and  reverently  trust  in  the  direction  of  Providence,  by 
whose  decree  we  are  made  tillers  of  the  soi),  that  our  efforts  may  be  rewarded  by 
the  final  accomplishment  of  the  measures  which  Justice  demands  in  the  relief  of 
an  oppressed  industry,  and  the  higher  enlightment  of  its  votaries. 

Our  Worthy  National  Pomona  said  in  her  report  last  month,— '*The  influence 
of  women  in  the  Order  and  of  the  Order,  upon  the  position  of  woman  is  a 
subject  much  dwelt  upon  by  Grange  writers."  It  is  a  fact  that  the  Grange  was 
the  hrst  secret  Order  to  admit  women  to  a  full  and  equal  membership,— and  it 
seems  to  me  that  she  proves  her  equality  by  doing  the  things  for  which  she  is 
litted  and  which  the  world  needs  from  her.  Let  us  take  a  glance  beyond  the  sur- 
lace  of  things  and  try  to  sense  some  of  the  dim  and  potent  forces  that  work  al- 
ways toward  the  elevation  of  mankind.  Nothing  in  all  that  wondrous  realm  is 
inore  elightening  and  at  the  same  time  more  awesome  than  the  story  of  woman 
in  the  last  two  thousand  years.  There  is  in  it  one  influence  which  he  who  leaves 
out  will  find  that  he  has  reckoned  ill.  Look  at  the  world  and  woman's  place  in  it 
near  the  beginning  of  our  era.  There  were  a  few  great  women  on  thrones,  a 
iew  at  the  heads  of  families  of  wealth  and  influence,  a  few  who  swayed  states 
and  policies  by  a  mere  fact  of  a  sex  that  they  disgraced.  Where  were  the  others? 
Following  with  the  dogs  behind  the  tent  joles  and  sharing  with  the  dogs,  both 
lood  and  kicks,— doing  the  drudgery  of  miserable  huts,  whose  masters  held 
them  level  with  the  cattle  for  which  they  were  bought  and  sold.  But  then  came 
into  the  world  a  new  example  and  a  new  thought.  Men  served  with  the  lips ;  but 
to  woman's  whole  nature  appealed  that  life  of  self-sacrifice,  of  love,  of  willing 
service  that  has  created  a  new  heaven,  and  a  new  earth.  From  the  -foot  of  the 
Cross  there  arouse  and  went  out  into  the  world  a  womanhood  that  did  not 
demand,  or  claim,  or  threaten,  or  arrogate;  a  womanhood  renouncing,  yielding 
and  loving  and,  therefore,  conquering.  For  twenty  centuries  that  has  been  the  law 
of  woman's  life.  It  is  sneered  at  and  rejected  today  by  the  clamorous,  but  it  has 
made  of  woman  ivhat  zve  nozv  find  her.  You  see  it  in  vour  mothers,  your  daugh- 
ters and  your  wives.   Do  you  wish  to  have  that  ideal  changed? 

Woman  has  become  to  man,  not  only  a  companion,  but  an  inspiration.  Out 
of  the  crucible  of  these  centuries  has  come  what  we  not  only  love,  but  adore, 
i.efore  which,  in  certain  hours,  we  bow  with  a  reverence  which  links  us  consci- 
ously with  the  Divine.  The  earth  as  a  whole  cannot  move  backward,  but  a 
nation,  a  race,  a  civilization  can.  That  is  what  we  have  to  fear  and  heed  today. 
No  such  momentous,  revolutionary  change  as  that,  which  proposes  to  take 
woman  from  the  high  place  she  now  holds  and  where  we  love  to  leave  her 
and  put  her  brawling  in  the  market-place  can  never  succeed.  No  overturning 
that  should  reduce  to  a  secondary  place  her  function  as  the  mother  and  fashioner 
c»f  the  race  could  be  permanent.  Whether  tried  on  a  more  or  less  extensive 
scale,  this  experiment  will  always  eventually  fail.  Out  of  it  will  come  waters  sweet 
and  bitter.  After  it  must  come  a  difficult  and  dangerous  re-organization;  and 
who  knows  what  may  be  left  behind,  what  perishes  in  the  rectification  of  a  mis- 
take? But  no  one  who  looks  at  facts  in  the  light  of  time  and  science  and  the 
changeless  truth  need  feel  his  soul  disquieted.  All  experiments  that  tend  to 
Confuse  and  disturb,  except  in  negligible  details,  the  place  and  relation  of  men 
and  women  in  this  world  of  ours  must  come  to  nothing.  There  is  a  double  as- 
surance, on  one  side  nature  stands  guard.  Her  plans  are  made,  her  edicts  issued, 
her  hand  is  sure,  she  has  differentiated  women  for  high  and  holy  purposes  and 
she  will  take  care  that  they  are  fulfilled.  On  the  other  hand  stands  that  in- 
influence  and  example  by  following  which  woman  has  done  more  than  any 
other  human  factor  to  regenerate  and  reform  a  world.  That,  too,  is  changeless. 
She  has  not  followed  the  path  of  the  bleeding  feet  and  torn  hands  for  so  many 
centuries  to  turn  aside  from  it  now.  I  cannot  believe  that  she  has  incorporated 
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in  her  nature  those  qualities  as  mystical  and  as  holy  as  the  life  which  she  trans- 
mits to  the  world,  and  become  an  inspiration  and  the  very  saver  of  life  in  order 
that  she  may  turn  traitor  to  herself  and  her  ideal  for  a  paltry  bit  of  paper,  and 
the  boast  that,  from  being  mian's  superior  she  has  now  become  his  equal.  The 
ideal  will  persist  and  whether  in  this  or  some  other  civilization,  it  matters  not 
so  greatly  which  to  him  who  dwells  with  truth  rather  than  with  events  and  con- 
sequences, the  sequel  of  this  shrill  clamor  of  today  will  be  a  quiet  voice,  con- 
fessing in  the  words  that  history  attributes  to  the  dying  Roman  Emperor, 
"O'  Galilian,  thou  hast  conquered."

4wTver!  \hc   School   education   is   most   essential   to   the   younger   boy   or 
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girl  when  old  enough  to  grasp  book  knowledge.  Our  Public  Schools  now  teach 
any  subject,  under  the  Sun,  in  a  most  scientific  manner,  and  if  a  child  cannot 
aiTord  to  pay  for  this  education,  free  schools  are  at  hand  all  over  our  nation.

The 
end  and  aim  of  Public  Schools  should  be  the  development  of  boys  and  girls, 
into  the  best,  most  cultured,  moral  and  religious  men  and  women,  who  can  move 
the  world  with  a  word. 

Worthy  Floras  and  sisters  of  our  Order,  remember  that  amid  all  that  is 
bright  and  beautiful  in  nature  there  is  nothing  that  blooms  with  such  unfading 
colors;  there  is  no  perfume  on  earth,  fraught  with  such  fragrance,  as  the  flowers 
of  good  works,  and  the  sweet  smelling  savor  of  that  pity,  which  feels  for  the 
wants  and  relieves  the  distress  of  our  Brothers  and  Sisters.  Dispense  Charity, 
the  flowers  of  brotherly  love,  as  freely,  as  nature  spreads  her  flowers.  Carpet 
over  all  the  earth.

Brother  James  G.  McSparran,  the  representative  of  the  State  Grange  with 
the  American  Commission  to  Europe,  presented  his  report. 
Ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 
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Report  of  Delegate  on  American  Commission  to  Europe 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Delegate,  representing  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry 
ot  the  btate  of  Pennsylvania  to  Europe,  on  the  American  Commission,  to  study 
conditions  of  Agriculture  there,  I  would  be  unmindful  of  the  obligation  resting 
upon  me  if  I  failed  to  express  my  most  sincere  appreciation  of  the  high  honor 
conferred.  I  would  emphasize  this  thought,  for  coming  to  me  as  it  did  without 
my  solicitation,  or  a  single  inducement  on  my  part,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
also  that  there  were  many  others  just  as  capable,  just  as  worthy,  as  myself  to 
nil  the  position  it  was  an  honor  indeed,  and  I  so  regard  it,  and  sincerely  thank 
the  patrons  of  Pennsylvania  for  it.  That  it  was  also  a  wise  and  diplomatic  act 
on  the  part  of  the  Grange  in  our  State  there  is  no  question.  It  gave  the  Organi- 
^.ation  a  standing  and  a  prestige  that  is  hard  to  estimate.  The  appointment  com- 
ing as  It  did,  after  the  Governor  of  the  State  declining  to  grant,  the  most  reason- 
able request,  that  the  State  Grange  through  its  dulv  accredited  Committees,  repre- 
senting as  It  did  practically  the  only  organization  of  farmers  in  the  State  should 
be  allovj/ed  to  name  one  of  the  two  delegates  the  Governor  was  supposed  and 
expected  to  appoint,  and  being  refused  pointedly,  only  added  importance  to  the 
srep  taken,  and  added  lustre  indeed  to  the  organization  in  the  State  That  the 
appointment  made  as  it  was  proved  a  decided  benefit  to  the  Delegate  himself 
goes  without  saying.  Not  another  one  on  the  Commission  had  the  substantial 
constituency  as  the  Delegate  of  our  State  Grange;  not  another  could  claim 
that  he  had  the  substantial  backing  of  70,000  farmers  who  constituted  the  very 
flower  of  agriculture  in  the  Great  State  of  Pennsvlvania.  Neither  did  the  dele- 
gate fail  of  an  audience  when  he  felt  compelled  to  publiclv  assert  that  the 
larmers  of  both  our  State,  and  nation,  would  give  heed  to  what  the  farmers 
on  the  Commission  reported  as  to  their  findings,  rather  than  the  report  of  a  Com- 
mission, as  a  whole,  which  was  discredited  from  the  beginnig  not  only  on  ac- 
count of  its  personelle,  but  on  account  as  well,  of  imprudent  assertions,  and  acts 
which  characterized  it  from  start  to  finish.  ' 

In  studying  a  problem  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this  European 
question  there  are  many  phases  presented  which  have  a  direct  bearing  and  must 
have  consideration  in  reaching  a  wise  and  proper  conclusion.  What  the  people 
are,  what  their  condition,  and  the  causes  leading  up  to  this  condition  are  per- 
tinent questions  along  the  line  of  inquiry  that  must  be  clearlv  understood  before 
the    direct    question    of    co-operation    can    be    intelligently    weighed. 

The  population  of  Europe  is,  as  is  generally  understood,  divided  into  two 
classes;  the  rich  and  the  poor.  In  our  Country  we  have  a  class  between  these 
known  as  the  well-to-do,  or  middle  class,  the  elimination  of  this  verv  important 
middle  class  in  any  Country  is  fraught  with  serious  consequences.  They  are  the 
treat  balance  lever,  and  woe  to  that  people,  or  that  Countrv,  that  has  through 
any  agency  or  infiuence  lost  this  important- factor.  There  mav'be  exceptions  taken 
to  this  classification,  in  a  small  measure,  as  relating  to  the  Cities,  but  there 
certainly  cannot  be  as  pertaining  to  the  class  we  are  particularly  studying  and 
interested  in,  namely:  the  Country  and  Farming  Class.  From  time  immemorial 
there  had  been  the  large  landed  interests  and  estates  in  all  Europe.  These  have 
been  entailed  from  generation  to  generation,  and,  except  through  legislation 
compelling  in  a  small  measure  and  degree,  in  a  few  of  these  Countries  a  division 
(.1  these  estates,  they  have  been  held  intact,  and  the  great  majority  of  acres 
are  embraced  in  them.  Just  to  illustrate,  52  per  cent,  of  the  people  of  Hungary 
cwn  two-thirds  of  an  acre  each,  while  nine-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  own  46  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  acreage.  Taking  into  account  the  densitv  of  population  of  these 
Countries,  It  can  be  readily  understood  at  a  glance  what  must  necessarily  be 
{the  condition  of  the  small,  or  peasant  farmer,  that  of  complete  subserviency 
to  the  landed  proprietor.  We  can  readily  understand  also  what  would  naturally 
result  from  such  a  condition  on  the  mental,  or  intellectual  status  of  these  im- 
mense hosts  of  this  population.  Year  after  year,  male  and  female,  subjected  to  un- 
relenting toil,  and  we  fear  in  many  cases,  privation,  certainly  luxury  in  smallest 
measure  absolutely  foreign  to  such  a  condition,  and  neither  time  nor  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  mental  faculties.  The  present,  but  a  repetition  of  the  past, 
and  a  glance  into  the  future  without  even  a  shadow  of  hope  breaking  the  awful 
nonotony.  Governmental  expenses  immense.  Military  exactions  and  demands, 
most  onerous  and  burdensome,  falling  with  tremendous  weight  upon  these! 
least  able  to  bear  them,  and  necessarily  as  the  years  go  by   sapping  more   and 
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more  the  vitality,  from  both  a  moral  and  physical  standpoint  of  the  nations, 
i^rom  such  cicumstances,  the  natural  inference  would  be,  we  cannot  derive 
useful  lessons,  along  any  business  line  applicable  to  the  people  of  our  Country. 
This  ts  only  partly  true.  The  best  lessons  that  have  ever  been  learned  have 
come  through  adversity  and  trial.  One  lesson  from  these  European  nations  that 
comes  with  startling  force  and  power  to  liberty  loving  America  is  be  wise  in 
time,  and  never  allow  through  adverse  legislation  the  heel  of  the  oppressor  to 
settle  upon  our  necks.  Our  brothers  over  there  are  not  responsible  for  their 
condition.  They  were  born  and  have  lived  under  different  conditions  from 
us,  and  we  deserve  worse  than  they,  if  we  fail  to  profit  by  what  their  lives  tell 
us. 

The   European   life  has   been  quite   an   active   one   along  co-operative   lines 
for  the  past  score  or  more  of  years.  The  time  had  come  when  something  had 
to    be    done.    A    feeling    of    unrest    was    thoroughly    aroused    among    the    great 
toiling  masses  that  would  not  down.     The  titled  nobility,  the  proprietors  of  the 
great  landed  estates,  were  not  slow  to  comprehend,  not  only  the  meaning,  but 
the  ultimate  outcome  of  this  aroused  sentiment.  They  were  disposed  to  meet  it, 
to  compromise  with  it.  Unfortunately,  to  be  entitled  to  anv  credit  or  comlnenda- 
^tion    on   their   part    for   the   spirit   manifested   by   them,    the    fact    stands   clear 
and  glaring.  They  did  not  act  until  they  zvere  compelled  by  circumstances  to  do  so. 
For  even  centuries  past  these  conditions  prevailed   there.   None  knew  how  the 
great  masses  were  oppressed  bettr  than  the  oppressors  themselves.  Stern  justice 
•then  demands  that  credit  be  given  only  to  whom  credit  is  due.  The  rich  and 
i'avored  ones  realized  that  their  hold  upon  the  toiling  masses  was  slipping  from 
them,   and   unless   concessions   were  made  they   would  lose   them   entirely.   This 
they  could  never  afford.  Hence  money  has  been  advanced,  either  by  Government, 
or  individuals,  to  finance  directly  or  indirectly,  various  schemes  of  co-operation. 
There  perhaps  is  not  a  country  in  Europe  today  where  the  co-operative  idea  is 
not   put   into   practical   operation   to  a  greater  or   less   extent.    In   many  of   the 
Countries  it  is  in  the  air  and  breathed  by  the  whole  populace.    These  co-operative 
schemes,   where   worked  out  to  the  best  practical  results,   are   as   follows:   The 
small    societies,    for    distribution    and    purchasing,     are     organized     among     the 
small  farmers,  they  are  quite  rigid  in  their  rules  as  to  whom  shall  compose  this 
membership,  thev  must  be  men  and  women  of  good  character,  and  integrity  of 
purpose,    whom    they   believe    will    in   every    sense    fulfill    their    obligation.    The 
products  brought  to  these  societies  must  be  put  up  in  strictly  first  class  condi- 
tion, true  to  name,  and  quality.  They  are  rigidly  examined  and  inspected  and  such 
careful   record  kept   of   them   that   anything  not   up  to  the  particular  grade  or 
standard  is  traced  to  the  producer  of  same,  and  he  pays  the  penalty.  The  next 
step  is  the  Larger,  or  Central  Society,  or  Societies.  These  collect  these  aggrega- 
tions of  smaller  Societies,  and  manage  and  control  the  sales  and  the  whole  busi- 
ness end  of  the  project  disperse  the  moneys  received  for  same  to  each  member. 
By  law  these  managers  are  held  to  strict  account  and  every  feature  of  the  busi- 
ness   is    supposed   to   be   run   on   good   business   principles   and   subject   to   rigid 
<;crutiny.    Compensation    for    all    these    services    are    moderate,    and    reasonable, 
as  a  rule  would  be  regarded  as   law  with   us.     That  these  societies   have  done 
much    for   this   class   there   is   no   doubt.   They  have  not   reached,   however    the 
point  we  hope   for,  namely:  The  Producer  direct  to  the  Consumer,  or  at  least 
"but  one  moderate  commission  between  them.  ...  . 

Co-operation  along  the  line  of  Bank  accomaiiodation  is  receiving  a  grea 
deal  of  consideration  in  European  Countries.  From  time  ^^}^^^'^''^\^}^^  ^^"^^^^ 
farmer  has  been  at  the  mercy  of  the  richer  money  sharks.  >:«^f;fP;^«^^^^"X" v 
fested  to  treat  this  class  of  people  as  worthy  of  any  consideration.  A  ^nghty 
change  has  been  wrought  within  the  past  50  years.  In  this  particular  also  the 
.rfs"ocratic  land  Tioldir  has  been  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  poorer 
Classes  are  to  be  reckoned  with.  Banking  facilities  practically  brought  wi  hin 
r'ch  of  the  humblest  land  owner  or  even  to  those  in  many  cases  wihou 

The  Raiffeisen  System  is  purely  a  poor  man's  bank.  The  Schulze  DeM 
in  a  measure,  the  same.  The  Landschafton  and  Credit  :^,l^''''^^^^^^^^^ 
ness  with  a  stronger  leaning  toward  the  Commercial,  ^l^e  AmortizaUon  pla^ 
Mortgage  is  used  by  a  number  of  these  systems.  It  in  a  word  is  s»"^P/y  ^^j"^ 
to  the  rate  of  interest  paid  annually,  a  certain  percentage  which  at  the  end 
of  a  sriven  number  of  years  will  liquidate  the  entire  indebtedness.  I  am  fully 
persuaded  in  nT  own  mfnd  that  while  there  are  features,  of  more  than  one,  of 
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tliese  systems  and  especially  the  Landschaften  that  should  appeal  to  the  business 
mind  of  our  people,  and  should  be  incorporated  in  some  form  in  the  Banking 
Laws  of  our  Country. 

The  RaifFeison  is  a  plain,  simple,  system  of  banking  and  can  be,  and  is, 
managed  economically.  The  system  is  briefly  as  follows :  A  number  of  small 
farmers,  with  of  course,  small  possessions,  organize  a  bank.  They,  and  they 
only,  are  the  patrons  of  the  bank.  Each  of  these  stockholders  are  allowed  the 
privilege  of  borrowing 'certain  amounts,  according  to  amount  of  capital  in  bank, 
and  amount  of  stock  held  by  individual.  Each  borrower  must  give  one,  or  more, 
endorsers.  He  must  also,  when  making  application  for  loan,  state  for  what  pur- 
pose he  makes  it,  being  explicit  as  to  what  he  intends  to  buy;  or  what  improve- 
ments he  intends  making,  etc.  Every  member  of  the  organization  is  supposed 
to  know  all  these  fad^ts  and  a  sufficient  number  of  them  are  supposed  to  know 
that  he  fulfills  his  promise  as  to  the  purchase.  Not  only  that,  but  after  the 
purchase  has  been  made  the  members,  or  a  proper  number  of  them,  must  inform 
themselves  as  to  his  taking  proper  care  of  whatever  has  been  purchased,  this 
especially  being  the  case  if  it  is  an  animal,  or  animals. 

All  this  is  regarded  as  essential  from  the  fact  of  unlimited  liability.  Or,  in 
other  words  each  and  every  stockholder  is  liable  for  the  indebtedness,  to  the 
bank,  of  every  other  stockholder.  The  system,  of  course,  is  almost  absolutely 
safe.  The  losses,  covering  a  long  period  of  years,  amounting  to  a  very  small 
percentage. 

This  system  has  proven  an  immense  advantage  to  the  small  farmer  of  many 
countries  of  Europe.  Before  it  was  inaugurated  this  class  of  farmers  were  prac- 
tically without  credit.  Now  with  a  banking  privilege  which  is  safe,  and  of 
sufficient  volume  to  meet  his  wants,  an  independent  spirit  prevails  that  he  was 
before  a  stranger  to.  The  Landschaften  system  of  Banking  is  in  operation  in 
parts  of  Europe.  Mr.  David  Lubin  who  has  always  shown  an  intense  interest 
>*n  the  farmers'  welfare  in  the  U.  S.  and  who  has  done  immense  service  in  his 
behalf,  seems  to  be  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  this  system  has  decided  merit 
and  might  be  adopted  here  with  great  advantage  to  the  producing  classes.  It 
is  really  a  Mutual  Loan  Association.  Has  been  in  opertion  in  Prussia  for  nearly 
200  years.  The  word  Landschaft  implies  a  province,  or  district,  and  the  land- 
owners of  such  province  form  a  corporation  which  is  called  a  Landschaften. 
This  corporation  stands  as  an  intermediary  between  property  seeking  credit  and 
capital  seeking  investment.  A  borrower  does  not  receive  money  or  its  equiva- 
lent when  he  presents  his  obligation  but  receives  a  bond  at  par  value  indorsed 
by  the  Corporation.  The  borrower  to  realize  on  this  bond  must  sell  it.  Any 
loss  on  the  exchange  must  be  borne  by  him.  Such  a  bond  is  better  than  a  simple 
mortgage  for  the  mortgage  is  taken  on  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  value 
of  the  land,  carefully  valued,  and  said  mortgage  is  guaranteed,  or  endorsed,  by 
the  Landschaften  which  practically  covers  the  land  of  the  province.  The  invest- 
ment is  regarded  as  gilt  edge  in  every  particular  and  as  a  result  the  lowest  rate 
of  interest  is  secured.  In  addition  the  borrower  is  required  to  pay  one-half  of 
one  per  cent,  each  year  and  the  bond  through  this  sinking  fund  becomes  more 
and  more  secure.  The  borrower,  of  course,  pays  his  interest  as  agreed  upon  to 
the  Landschaften  and  it  in  turn  pays  the  interest  the  bond  bears  to  the  bond- 
holder, the  borrower  having  no  direct  relation  to  the  bondholder  after  the 
bond  has  been  sold  to  him,  but  all  business  is  done  through  the  Landschaften. 
I  should  have  stated  also  that  while  the  borrower  can  pay  the  obligation  when- 
ever he  wishes  to,  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  do  so  as  long  as  he  fulfills  condi- 
tions of  bond  and  takes  proper  care  of  his  property. 

One  feature  in  the  Banking  system  in  France,  Italy  and  Scotland  is  worthy 
of  more  than  passing  thought.  It  is  as  follows :  An  owenr  of  realty  gives 
his  obligation  on  same,  say  for  $5000,  the  Bank  gives  him  credit  on  their 
books  for  that  amount.  He  finds  he  will  need  but  $1000,  although  he  has  credit 
for  $5000  he  pays  interest  only  on  the  $1000  which  he  draws.  Further  than  that 
in  Scotland  if  he  in  the  meantime  deposits  any  part  of  $1000  the  amount  is 
deducted  from  the  $1000  which  he  has  used,  and  he  pays  interest  only  on  the 
balance. 

From  the  beginning  of  investigation  along  the  line  of  co-operation  in 
European  Countries  it  has  been  understood  that  there  exists  today  a  divided 
difference  in  the  condition  of  the  farmer  class  in  Europe  compared  with  the 
same  class   in   United   States.   This   difference   must   always   be   regarded   as   an 
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important   factor  in  arriving  at  a   satisfactory  conclusion.  There  seems  to  be 
but  little  doubt  that  there  is  a  class,  what  we  might  call  a  selfishly  interested 
class,  in  the  United  States,  who  are  exceedingly  anxious  to  establish  the  fact 
that  the  farmer  stands  in  a  position  needing  help  to  an  almost  alarming  extent 
from  the  outside.  In  a  word  that  he  is  incapable  to  solve  his  own  problems  and 
work  out  his  own  salvation  along  economic  and  financial  lines.    The  scherne  and 
design   of   these  self  constituted  educators  is  being  clearly   understood   in   this 
day   and   therefore   whatever   detriment   to   the    farmers    interests   has    resulted 
from  this  cause  in  the  past,  in  the  future  we  have  little  to  fear  from  it.  What 
are   the   facts  of  the  case?   Let  us  analyze  the  situation.  As  a  nation  we   are 
a  wonderful  people.  We  have  a  right  to  claim  it.  We  are  a  selfmade  people, 
with    a    form    of    Government   constituted    from   the    raw    material,    without    a 
parallel  in  the  world.  From  whence  have  we  come?  Trace  our  lineage  back  to 
the  fountain  head  in  the  old  country,  whatever  its  name  may  be,  and  you  will 
find   that   we  are   decendants   of  the  very  best   the  world  could  give,   not  the 
indolent,    nor    the    sluggard,    nor   the    weak   nor    cowardly,    but,  the    alert,    the 
aggressive,   the   brave   men   and   women   of   iron   muscle   and   fibre.   With    such 
ancestry,   what  else  can   we  be,  as  a  nation,  but  the  very  best  the  world  can 
produce.    Where  in  our  land  are  the  very  best  of  our  people  to  be  found?  In  the 
crowded  city,  or  in  the  Country?    Let  the  statisticians  answer  the  question.     Cjo 
to  our  cities  and  ascertain  where  the  great  leaders  in  every  line  of  activity  hail 
from    From  the  Country.     Let  me  repeat  or  reiterate  this  strong  assertion,  and 
restate  this  conclusion.  We  are  the  strongest  people  or  nation,  by  nature  in  the 
world,    either    intellectually   or   physically.    Because    drawn    from   the   strongest, 
and  hfst,   not   from   one  nation   alone,   but   from   all   nations,   and   of   the   two 
distinct   classes,   or   portions   of   our   population    as   distinguished   by    City   and 
Country,  the  country  gives  us  the  best  and  strongest,  this   fact  borne  out  by 
testimony  absolutely  incontrovertible.  Can  zve  not  then  solve  our  own  prohlemsT 
Let   it  not  be  supposed   for  a  moment  that  on  this   account,  because  we   feel 
competent  to  solve,  to  the  best  results,  our  own  difficulties  and  Problems     hat  we 
would   discard  or  ignore   in  any   degree  that  which   we  can  avail  through   the 
experience  of  others.   The  greatest  minds   are  contmually  adding  strength  and 
rXer   to   their   mental    abilities,   as   well    as   to   their   grasp   of   economic    and 
ul^ness  problems,  through  their  disposition,  as  ^yell  as  ability,  to  comprehend 
-^nd  aoolv'  what  can  be  learned  through  the  experiences  of  others.  While  there- 
fore in'^condus  ion  we  may  not  be  ready  to  accept' and  apply,  except  on  generd 
nrincioles     the    methods    and    systems    of    cci-operation    as    we    find    them    it^ 
FuTooe     while  ^TZynot  be  ready  to  admit  they  have  through  them  reached 
concTsior and  results  that  would  satisfy  us,  we  are  ready  to  accept  the  fact 
nnH  we  flr.7  readvto  admit  their  general  principles  are  correct,  and  if  followed 
?o    their    ultimate    and    final    conclusion    of    bringing    consumer    and    producer 
on  th^'clo^e^rd'ations  possible  will  result  in  tremendous  resuts  and  solve  this 
great  economic  problem.     And  further  we  -r^J^<^^y^^^^  'ope  atioV"in

Ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 
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Prevention  of  Fire  Losses 

Worthy  Master  and  fellow  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: — 

In  treating»on  the  subject  of  Prevention  of  Fire  Losses  I  will  first  read 
tlie^  rules  we  sent  out  to  our  members  two  years  ago,  viz : — 

Chimneys  and  stove  pipes  should  be  looked  after  at  this  time  of  the 
3  ear,  especially,  as  more  fire  is  needed.  Chimneys  should  be  examined  in  attic 
especially  near  the  roof.  Stove  pipes  cleaned  and  examined  to  see  if  rusted 
through,  etc.  Matches  to  be  kept  from  children  and  mice  and  never  to  be 
carried  loose  in  pofckets ;  they  are  often  lost  in  barns  to  be  stepped  on  later 
by  stock,  or  set  off  by  tires  of  wagons  or  machinery.  Buy  no  other  kind  than 
Ithe  protected  head,  which  may  be  crushed  but  seldom  ignited  that  way.  Put 
copper  cables  on  barns  as  soon  as  you  can  in  the  approved  manner  and  save 
the  danger  from  lightning.  Be  careful  of  oil  and  gasoline.  The  danger  of  gasoline 
comes  by  mixing  with  air,  as  you  can't  explode  it  in  a  liquid  body,  but  in 
pouring  it  from  one  vessel  to  another,  or  using  it  to  clean  garments,  it  is  very 
c'angerous  in  a  room  where  there  is  a  fire  or  light,  especially  to  life,  the  ex- 
plosion is  so  quick  that  only  light  materials  catch  fire.  However  in  the  United 
States  from  this  cause  it  averages  a  fire  each  hour  and  20  persons  killed  each 
week  on  an  average,  and  the  same  with  acetylene  gas ;  it  is  said  causes  more 
funerals  than  fire.  \ 

The  power  for  threshing  machines  and  ensilage  cutters  cause  us  thousands 
of  dollars  loss  each  year,  and  would  ask  our  members  to  employ  threshers  with 
gasoline  engines  when  possible  as  there  are  no  sparks  to  be  carried  into  or  onto 
the  buildings. 

Lanterns  should  be  hung  by  spring  snaps,  instead  of  upon  nails,  in  secure 
places  if  used  in  barns  and  all  straw  and  cobwebs  cleared  away.  If  they  are 
set  down  they  are  liable  to  be  knocked  over  by  domestic  animals  or  otherwise. 
From  this  source  we  also  have  heavy  losses. 

Railroad  locomotives  set  many  fires  and  every  building  exposed  to  this  danger 
should  have  a  strip  of  plowed  land  between  so  that  these  fires  could  not  cross. 

In  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Preventing  Fire  losses,  we  first  must  mention 
!the  prevalent  causes  of  losses,  and  divide  them  into  groups,  showing  as  far  as 
possible  the  extent  of  actual  loss  from  each  cause.  Then  we  will,  not  only,  see 
ihe  necessity  of  prevention  of  all,  as  far  as  possible,  but  which  should  receive 
our  most  determined  efforts,  and  in  order  to  give  data  that  is  well  founded  I 
will  give  actual  experience  of  our  own  Company.  The  Patrons  Mutual  Fire  As- 
sociation of  North  West,  Pa.,  which  has  a  membership  of  6000  policy  holders, 
?nd  carrying  over  ten  millions  of  dollars  in  risks,  and  yearly  losses  ranging  from 
20,000  to  30,000  dollars,  and  from  our  23  years  experience  I  will  give  the  causes 
of  losses  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  determine  in  the  order  of  their  magnitude  in 
destructiveness  starting  with  the  greatest. 

First :     Lightning 

Second:     Defective  chimneys  and  stove  pipes 

Third :     Lanterns,  lamps  and  lights 

Fourth :    Old  shingles  on  roofs  from  sparks 

Fifth :     Steam  power  threshing  and  ensilage  cutting 

Sixth :    Careless  use  of  matches 

Seventh  :     Railroads  from  cinders 

Eighth :     Spontaneous  combustion 

Ninth :     Incendiarism 

Our  rules  in  allowing  the  use  of  gasoline  engines,  brooders,  heating  of  tar, 
have  almost  brought  the  losses  from  these  causes  to  the  minimum.  We  have 
several  different  rates  on  houses,  whereby  those  who  construct  buildings  so  as  to 
decrease  the  hazzard  will  get  the  benefit  in  a  lower  cost  of  their  insurance,  and 
{those  rules  have  been  great  educators  and  are  bringing  good  results.  Will  say 
for  the  benefit  of  those  present  who  feel  interested  in  the  safety  of  their  homes, 
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(and  we  all  should  be  concerned)  that  on  farm  dwellings  we  have  four  rates 
ranging  from  4  per  cent,  to  6  per  cent,  on  amount  insured  in  making  up  the  note, 
or  assessible  amount  upon  which  we  lay  our  yearly  assessments.  The  lowest  rate, 
namely  4  per  cent.,  requires  that  all  chimneys  be  built  so  their  weights  will  come 
direct  (by  heavy  post  or  otherwise)  to  solid  ground.  That  chimneys  must  extend 
a  good  and  suitable  height  above  roof.  That  the  house  must  have  a  metal  or 
slate  roof.  That  all  stove  pipes  enter  chimneys  without  passing  through  floors  or 
wood  partitions.  Otherwise  one-half  per  cent,  in  rate  is  added  to  the  4  per  cent., 
in  each  case  of  failure  to  have  any  of  the  conditions  mentioned,  complied  with, 
and  the  reason  for  these  rules  are  as  follows: 

First:  In  the  construction  of  the  chimney,  if  not  built  so  it  will  not  settle, 
it  is  likely  to  crack  in  the  settling,  more  especially  at  the  roof,  as  they  are  made 
with  a  flange  just  above  the  roof  to  prevent  the  water  from  following  down,  and 
the  rafters  and  roof  will  prevent  the  top  part  of  the  chimney  from  settling  and 
the  under  part  will  settle  away  and  leave  an  opening  at  this  place,  and  cause 
many  fires. 

Second :  The  necessity  for  having  good  height  of  chimney  above  roof  not 
only  carries  the  sparks  farther  in  the  air,  but  the  extra  weight  helps  to  spring 
down  the  roof  in  case  of  settling  of  lower  part,  and  prevent  the  crack  or  opening 
mentioned  before. 

Third :  The  benefit  of  slate  or  metal  roof  is  in  eliminating  danger  of  fire 
from  sparks  on  roofs — that  being  our  fourth  in  the  list  of  destructive  causes. 

Fourth  :     Referring  to  stove  pipes  passing  through  floors  or  partitions  will 
say  many  of  our  fires  are  caused  by  this  method,  even  though  they  have  what  is 
supposed  to  be  good  metal  cylinders  to  pass  through.     There  is  always  an  ac- 
cumulation of  dust,  lint  and  light  combustible  matter  and  often  mice  nests  as 
they  seek  these  warm  places  to  build  nests  between  floors  and  ceilings.    The  fore- 
going defects  in  construction  cover  at  least  two  of  the  most  destructive  causes 
of  fire  losses,  and  doubly  important  because  it  has  to  do  with  the  dangers  of 
life,  as  well  as  property,  and  to  carry  this  line  of  dangerous  causes  a  little  farther 
-vx'ill  say  that  our  association  refuses  to  insure  a  dwelling  at  all  where  a  stove  pipe 
enters  the  chimney  in  a  garret  or  passes  through  outside  walls  of  the  house.     As 
i  have  already  referred  to  rules  regarding  gasoline  engines,  brooders,  and  beating 
tar,  will  take  them  up  in  order:  First:  A  gasoline  engine  can  not  be  used  inside 
of  a  barn  except  in  separate  room  which  must  be  tight  and  clear  of  dust  and 
chaff  with  only  a  place  through  for  shaft  or  belt.     Second:     That  a  brooder  or 
incubator  cannot  be  used  about  a  house  insured  except  in  the  cellar  and  then 
away  from  wooden  bins  or  partitions.     Third:     That  heating  tar  in  a  house  or 
within  10  feet  of  an  insured  building  is  prohibited,  otherwise  it  voids  the  policy. 
Regards  the  use  of  lanterns,  lamps,  etc.,  they  are  so  necessary  for  the  farm  and 
home,  that  all  we  can  do  is  to  suggest  methods,  to  minimize  the  danger.  Lanterns 
should  not  be  set  down  in  a  barn.  This  next  to  lightning  and  defective  flues  is 
the  most  common  cause  of  large  losses,  as  burning  oil  in  hay  or  chaff  is  hard  to 
deal  with.  Water  onlv  scatters  it  and  it  should  l^e  smothered  either  by  blankets 
or  chemicals,  but  in  the  absence  of  either,  pulverized  limestone  such  as  you  use 
on  land,  will  extinguish  such  a  fire,  and  sacks  of  that,  left  handy  about  the  barn 
at  all  times  would  be  of  more  benefit  than  any  other  use  it  can  be  put  to,  and  in 
case  of  a  lamp  over-turning  and  oil  fire  starting,  if  nothing  else  to  smother  it  is 
at  hand,  a  pan  of  flour  thrown  over  it  will  act  as  an  extinguisher.     It  costs  us 
several  thousands  of  dollars  a  year  in  fire  losses  from  steam  powers,  about  barns 
insured  and  since  gasoline  powers  can  be  obtained,  the  remedy  will  suggest  itselt, 
in  preventing  such   fires.     Even  though   some   individuals  never  have  a  loss  ot 
their  own  propertv  from  this  cause,  they  all  pay  their  parts  for  this  and  all  kinds 
of  useless  fires  when  the  insurance  assessments  come  due.     There  has  so  much 
been  said  and  written  about  the  careless  use  of  matches  it  would  seem  little  more 
could  be  said.     However,  the  change  in  the  way  matches  are  made,  of  late,  lias 
improved  them.     We  have  had  two  and  three  barns  burned  in  a  season  when  the 
old  fashioned  match  reposed  in  a  fine  bed  of  hay  or  chaff  until  you  drove  out 
of  the  barn  with  your  wagon  or  agricultural  implement,  thus  striking  the  match 
with  horse  shoe  or  steel  tire,  and  you  went  to  the  field  to  work,  until  the  alarm 
of,  barn  on  fire,  called  you  back  to  wonder  and  grieve^  Also  here  jsjvhere  the 
Tramp  comes  in,  or  where  he  comes  into  the  barn.     He  s  rikes  a  match  so  he 
can  sfrike  the  hay  and   (to  say  nothing  of  his  pipe)   1\^.  ^^nkes  anoth^ 
his  way  out.     The  man  who  has  the  loss  may  think  this  is  spontaneous  com- 
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bustion,  but  it  is  not.  That  comes  from  crops  being  put  in  with  too  much 
moisture  and  the  heating  process  which  will  ignite  under  favorable  conditions. 
Of  upwards  of  20  different  conditions  known  to  cause  spontaneous  combustion 
there  are  but  few  that  affect  the  farm  and  home.  Beside  the  one  mentioned 
about  barns,  might  be  another  cause  about  our  modern  homes  in  steam  or  hot 
air  heaters,  by  letting  certain  materials  come  in  contact  with  the  hot  pipes.  A 
newspaper  with  the  printers  ink  on  it  is  the  most  easily  ignited  from  such  pipes, 
of  anything  that  is  likely  to  find  its  way  to  them  in  the  home.  Where  railroads 
come  through  farms  a  strip  of  land  either  side,  should  be  tilled  and  cultivated — 
crops  planted  there  if  anything.  The  law  favors  the  railroads  for  the  reason  that 
they  control  legislation  that  affects  them  in  many  instances,  especially  in  this  state, 
cind  if  you  are  certain  that  a  locomotive  has  caused  you  a  loss  you  must  prove 
the  time,  the  train,  the  number  of  the  locomotive,  etc.  Then  if  the  company  can 
get  testimony  to  indicate  that  they  have  used  'certain  precautions  you  can  not  re- 
cover. One  of  the  things  called  in  question  is  the  screen  over  smoke  stack  which 
must  be  of  a  certain  mesh  and  the  only  way  we  have  recovered  from  them  in 
court  is  by  finding  coal  cinders  in  the  path  of  the  fire  that  would  not  go  through 
a  screen  made  to  comply  with  the  law,  thus  showing  it  did  not  comply.  When 
we  have  a  loss  from  this  cause  we  pay  the  member  according  to  the  contract  of 
the  policy,  then  have  them  subrogate  the  account  to  us  and  we  sue  the  railroad 
company. 

Incendiary  losses  can  be  prevented  in  some  instances  by  the  proper  wording 
of  the  policy  in  regard  to  debt  and  mortgage  clauses  and  by  taking  the  risk  so 
low  that  no  condition  would  invite  a  fire  for  gain,  and  in  fixing  values  we  are 
led  into  a  multitude  of  conditions  which  affect  the  real  value  of  buildings,  other 
than  the  first  cost  or  the  cost  of  them  if  to  be  built  now.  It  is  the  availability 
or  the  profitable  use  a  building  can  be  put  to  under  changed  conditions,  that 
counts,  more  than  the  size  or  even  the  present  condition  of  the  structure  itself. 

Now  we  come  to  the  greatest  of  the  causes  of  loss  and  the  most  interesting 
m  the  method  of  the  prevention,  viz.,  lightning.  In  our  association  for  years 
prior  to  1908  our  losses  by  lightning  was  over  half  of  all  losses  sustained,  being 
more  than  from  all  other  causes,  and  up  to  1905  we  thought  we  just  had  to  stand 
it,  but  at  a  meeting  which  I  attended  at  Chicago  of  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Co.,  of  the  U.  S.  I  learned  of  a  way  to  prevent  loss  by  lightning  and  our  directors 
being  skeptical  about  it  requested  me  to  attend  the  next  yearly  convention  of  the 
convention  at  Boston  with  a  view  of  learning  particulars,  and  as  a  result  of 
these  investigations,  we  have  stopped  every  dollar's  loss  on  nearly  1000  barns  in 
our  Association  and  here  is  how  we  did  it.

As  per  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  January  14,  1908,  the  Committee 
then  appointed  met  this  day  and  formulated  rules  to  govern  Solicitors  in  inspect- 
ing lightning  rods  with  a  view  of  making  same  comply  wth  the  Government 
Plan,  so-called,  which  entitles  members  to  a  5  per  cent,  rate  on  barns  so  rodded, 
and  insured  in  our  Association,  as  follows: 

Rule  1. — The  rod  must  have  not  less  than  two  groundings  at  opposite  corners 
diagonally  over  the  barn,  thus  covering  the  longest  way  in  the  circuit,  starting 
at  one  corner  for  grounding,  going  up  corner  to  the  eaves,  thence  to  cone,  near 
the  end  of  barn,  thence  the  length  of  ridge  or  cone,  thence  down  the  farthest 
corner  from  first  grounding  to  earth  for  second  grounding.  Except  in  case  barn 
has  a  metal  roof,  then  the  copper  cable  to  go  from  the  groundings  to  connect 
with  metal  roof  at  eaves  at  four  corners,  unless  points  are  put  on  cones  of  metal 
foof  as  per  Rule  6,  when  it  is  only  necessary  to  have  half  as  many  groundings. 

Rule  2. — The  groundings  must  be  to  permanent  moisture,  below  the  bottom 
of  the  foundations,  which  groundings  shall  be  from  5  to  9  ft.  deep,  and  all  metal 
trusses,  tracks,  etc.,  ivithin  10  ft.  of  cable  or  metal  roof  to  be  connected  to  the 
cable  or  tnetal  roof  by  copper  wires  not  less  than  one-fourth  size  of  cable. 

Rule  3. — On  copper  rods  already  up,  depth  must  be  determined  by  pulling 
rod  up  if  possible;  if  not  possible,  same  shall  be  considered  of  sufficient  depth. 
But  in  case  of  galvanized  iron  rod,  which  is  stiff  and  difficult  to  remove,  a  pipe 
or  iron  rod  must  be  driven  to  the  depth  mentioned  in  rule  2,  and  attached  to  rod 
above  ground  by  copper  cables  or  copper  wires. 
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Rule  4. — From  this  date  no  new  rodding  shall  be  accepted  of  other  material 
than  a  continuous  copper  cable  made  for  lightning  protection. 

Rule  5. — No  rods  now  in  use  shall  be  accepted  of  other  material  than  copper, 
except  of  heavy  galvanized  iron,  free  from  rust  and  corrosion.  No  rods  to  be 
accepted  at  all  which  have  a  scale  or  rust  on  their  surface,  as  that  prevents  their 
efficiency  as  electrical  conductors.  No  rods  with  imperfect  joints,  where  sections 
are  joined,  shall  be  accepted. 

Rule  6. — All  points  must  be  of  copper,  sharp  and  up  in  good  condition,  and 
I'ot  less  than  four  feet  in  height,  and  one  point  within  2  feet  from  each  gable 
end  of  barn,  and  one  on  top  of  each  wooden  cupalo  or  silo,  not  to  be  more- than 
24  feet  apart  in  any  instance. 

Rule  7.— All  rods  must  be  attached  direct  to  the  barn,  without  insulators, 
so  rods  touch  the  building  in  their  entire  course. 

Rule  8. — Solicitors  called  to  inspect  rods  now  up  must  report  by  answer  to 
each  rule,  and  after  all  are  answered,  sign  same,  also  have  owner  sign,  giving 
number  of  grange  and  if  a  policy  has  been  or  is  to  be  issued,  describe  the  barn 
by  size  and  number.  The  compensation  to  the  Solicitor  for  such  inspection, 
when  no  application  is  taken  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  $1.00  paid  by  the  person 
calling  Solicitor,  and  where  application  is  taken,  at  same  time,  the  survey  fee 
covers  all. 

Rule  9.— No  rodding  to  be  accepted  where  a  guarantee  is  given  for  an  amount 
above  cost  of  rodding,  and  Solicitors  are  to  report  when  finding  such  guarantee, 
so  we  may  reduce  amount  of  insurance  on  property  if  guarantee  is  not  reduced. 

Now  listen  to  results  for  5  years  since  we  started  this  protection.  The  first 
two  years  while  we  had  but  a  small  proportion  of  barns  protected  we  gained 
confidence  in  the  plan  so  our  members  pushed  the  work  to  such  an  extent  that 
we  were  able  to  show  other  results  than  simply  no  losses  on  rodded  barns  but 
by  statistics  as  follows,  in  1911,  we  had  101  strokes  by  lightmng  on  property 
insured  and  the  ratio  of  such  losses  dropped  from  50  per  cent  of  all  losses  to 
40  per  cent,  in  dollars.  In  1912  instead  of  101  strokes  we  had  but  60  strokes 
and  reduced  our  losses  farther,  from  40  per  cent,  from  this  cause  to  34  Per  cent 
This  year  1913,  we  had  but  51  strokes  and  reduced  this  percentage  from  34  per 
cent  to  about  30  per  cent,  and  during  these  five  years'  experience  we  have  had 
rbout  $50,000  losses  on  unrodded  barns,  and  not  one  dollar  on  barns  Protected 
according  to  our  rules,  and  we  have  about  one  thousand  (of  our  8000  barns  in- 

'""i^  ^ord'iif conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce  at  W^ashington  learned  in  some  way  of  ^".rj;"].^^  for 
so  protecting  our  risks  and  have  called  upon  me  to  explain  the  scientific  and 
practical  reason  for  same,  and  after  rather  a  lengthy  correspondence  in  con- 
nection with  it    I  have  received  their  thanks  and  compliments. 

Now  Patrons,  I  thank  you  for  so  good  attention  to  what  is  usually  a  dry 
subject  and  I  will  answer  any  questions  you  have  made  note  of  during  this 
talk,  if  the  Worthy  Master  will  allow  the  time.         ^    ^    HEATH. 

Grange  closed. 
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By  reason  of  the  Constitutional  amendments  and  certain  Acts  of  Assembly 
changing  the  organization  of  council  and  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  a 
change  was  made  necessary  in  the  time  and  method  of  auditing  the  accounts 
of  borough  officers.  The  School  Code  states  definitely  the  method  of  settling 
accounts  in  school  districts.  The  Act  of  1911,  P.  L.  865,  inadvertently  covered 
school  districts,  but  this  was  remedied  by  the  amendment  of  1913,  P.  L.  254. 
Strictly  according  to  this  law  the  audit  should  begin  on  Tuesday,  January  6th. 
The  Act  as  amended  reads  as  follows : 

"That  hereafter  the  auditors  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  officers  of  any  borough,  township,  or  poor  district,  created  or  incorporated 
by  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  Comnnonwealth,  shall  meet  annually,  on 
the  day  following  the  day  which  has  been  or  shall  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  or- 
ganization of  borough  councils,  township  supervisors,  or  commissioners  of  any 
township,  or  directors  of  any  poor  district,  respectively,  and  shall  forthwith  pro- 
ceed, in  the  respective  instances,  to  audit,  settle,  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the 
burgess,  members  of  the  council,  treasurer,  street  commissioner,  and  other  of- 
ficers, either  appointed  or  elected,  of  the  borough ;  of  the  supervisors  or  com- 
missioners, roadmasters  and  treasurer,  of  the  township ;  of  the  directors  or 
overseers,  treasurer,  of  the  poor  district,  and  of  the  tax  collectors  of  each  of 
said  municipalities  or  districts ;  and  any  such  officer  whose  act  or  neglect  shall 
have  contributed  to  the  financial  loss  of  any  municipality  or  district  shall  be 
surcharged  with  the  amount  of  such  loss. 

"That  the  auditors  of  every  borough,  township,  and  poor  district,  created 
or  incorporated  by  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  file 
a  report  or  statement  of  their  said  settlement  and  audit  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  within  which  such  munici- 
pality or  district  shall  be  situated  or  within  which  shall  be  the  greater  portion 
of  its  population,  within  a  period  of  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  said 
settlement  and  audit,  which  report  shall  contain  an  itemized  list  of  all  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  credits  of  the  said  several  officers  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

"That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  borough,  township,  or  poor  district,  or  any 
taxpayer  thereof  on  its  behalf,  or  an  officer  or  officers  whose  account 
shall  be  settled  or  audited,  to  appeal  from  the  settlement  or  audit 
by  the  auditors  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  within 
thirty  days  after  such  report  or  settlement  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  quarter  sessions ;  yvhereupon  the  court  may  direct  an  issue  to 
determine  the  disputed  questions  of  fact  between  the  officers  accounting  and 
the  borough,  township,  or  poor  district ;  Provided,  That  no  appeal  by  such 
taxpayer  or  officer  shall  be  received  unless  the  applicant  shall  enter  into  recog- 
nizance, with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  sufficient  to  prosecute  the  appeal 
with  effect,  and  to  pay  all  costs  accruing  thereupon,  in  case,  if  the  appellant 
be  a  taxpayer,  he  shall  fail  to  obtain  a  final  decision  more  favorable  to  the 
borough,  township,  or  poor  district  than  that  awarded  by  the  auditors ;  or,  in 
case  the  appellant  be  an  accounting  officer,  or  officers,  he  or  they  shall  fail  to 
obtain  a  final  decision  more  favorable  to  the  officer  or  officers  than  that  awarded 
by  the   auditors." 

Much  litigation  has  arisen  around  the  subject  of  auditors'  reports,  appeals, 
exemptions,  etc.  The  report  of  the  auditors  is  to  be  filed  in  court  and  a  nominal 
fee  paid  as  the  act  does  not  say  that  the  reports  should  be  recorded.  While  the 
organization  of  council  lasts  for  two  years,  there  will  be  an  audit  every  year. 
Of  course,  when  the  audit  cannot  be  completed  in  one  day  the  auditors  will 
adjourn  from  time  to  time.  They  have  power  to  hear  witnesses  and  it  has 
been  held  that  they  may  cause  witnesses  to  be  imprisoned  for  contempt. 

The  right  of  any  taxpayer  to  intervene  is  given  by  the  Act  of  1913,  P.  L. 
394,  which  provides  that  any  taxpayer  may  enforce  collection  when  the  auditors 
have  charged  any  person  with  a  sum  of  money  in  their  report,  upon  giving  bond 
to  indemnify  the  borough  against  costs.  Further,  any  taxpayer  may  intervene 
in  an  appeal  and  prosecute  the  same,  upon  giving  like  bond,  and  may  have  the 
case  put  on  the  argument  list  and  have  testimony  taken. 

The  election  of  a  borough  controller,  which  was  originally  intended  to  cover 
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only  boroughs  having  over  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  but  was  extended  to  all 
boroughs  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  act,  makes  the  employment  of  audit- 
ors unnecessary  in  such  boroughs,  as  the  borough  controller  act  provides  for 
the  substitution  of  the  controller  for  auditors. 

While  the  auditors  have  considerable  discretion,  yet  their  decision  is  by  no 
means  final.  Recently  in  Duryea  orough  the  auditors  wanted  to  surcharge  the 
tax  collector  for  certain  exemptions  claimed  by  him  because  the  duplicate  was  not 
placed  in  his  hands  on  the  day  appointed;  but  as  it  was  no  fault  of  the  collector 
the  court  did  not  agree  with  the  auditors ;  it  went  on  to  say  that  the  councilmen 
themselves  might  be  surcharged  for  any  taxes  lost  through  their  default,  for 
example,  not  getting  the  tax  duplicate  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  in  time. 

An  important  item  that  should  not  be  overlooked  at  this  time  of  the  year 
is  the  publishing  of  the  annual  statement.  This  publishing  does  not  mean  post- 
ing or  proclaiming,  but  newspaper  advertisement.  It  is  provided  for  in  the 
general  borough  act  of  1851,  P.  L.  320,  under  which  act  nearly  all  boroughs  of 
the  state  are  working.  It  states  that  one  of  the  duties  of  the  council  is  "ta 
direct  the  publication  of  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  annually  and  the  mode  of 
publication."

Mr.  Bishop,  Doylestown,  Bucks  Co.,  Pa.,  was  introduced  and  spoke  of  the 
work  in  the  National  Farm  School  at  that  place. 

The  special  committee  on  Public  Education  reported. 
Report  received,  amended  and  adopted. 
The  amended  report  follows: 

The  Report  on  Public  Education 

Public  Education  in  this  State  took  birth  in  the  signature  of  the  ''Farmer 
Governor"  Joseph  Ritner.  Some  years  ago  the  farmers  of  this  State  demanded 
a  Rural  High  School  Law,  and  now  four  men  are  employed  who  do  nothing 
but  inspect  High  Schools. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  demand  for  skilled  workmen  in  this  country  led 
several  Industrial  Firms  to  investigate  German  Manufacturing  Plants.  They 
found  that  the  skilled  mechanic  came  from  the  Continuation  School.  These 
firms  advocated  Industrial  Courses  and  in  some  instances  established  or  co- 
operated in  establishing  schools  of  trade.  The  National  Association  for  the 
Promotion  of  Industrial  Education  was  formed  and  is  largely  responsible  for 
the  development  of  Industrial  Education  Laws.  In  1908  Edwin  G.  Cooley,  Ex- 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Chicago  was  sent  by  the  Commercial  Club  of 
Chicago  to  investigate  the  German  Schools.  His  report  is  published  in  full  by 
the  Commercial  Club. 

The  Agricultural  School  is  of  later  formation.  The  Technical  High  School 
or  Orphan-  and  Reform  Industrial  Schools  are  not  new  institutions  by  any 
means,  but  a  State  System  of  Vocational  Education  is  as  new  as  it  is  large. 
Massachusetts  probably  led  the  States  in  forming  an  Industrial  Educational 
System,  but  it  was  not  until  the  "Great  Agricultural  North  West"  saw  that 
the  State  Agricultural  College  and  the  Secondary  Industrial  School  could  be 
well  combined,  that  Education  became  vocational  in  the  fullest  degree. 

For  several  years  Senator  Caroll  S.  Page  of  Vermont  has  been  laboring 
for  a  bill  to  provide  Federal  aid  for  State  Supervised  Vocational  Education, 
and  his  bill  is  still  held  in  Committee.     In  the  adoption  of  this  report,  be  it, 

RESOLVED:—  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  indorse  the  policy  of 
Senator  Page  in  his  Vocational  Education  bill,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation send  him  a  copy  of  this  report.  ,  .  ^  .  *  i 
Before  the  Clearfield  Meeting  of  State  Grange  this  Committee  began  work 
on  investigating  systems  on  Vocational  Education.  A  little  investigation  showed 
that  the  whole  subsoil  of  Educational  effort  was  alive  with  the  subject.  Little 
literature  was  available,  yet  reports  of  Committees  and  Educational  experts 
were  coming  from  the  press  by  the  hundreds.  The  State  Educational  Associa- 
tion in  session  at  Harrisburg  the  week  following  Christmas  saw  its  Manual 
Training  Department  become  a  Vocational  Education  Department.  At  this 
meeting  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  met  L.  H.  Dennis  Assistant  Agri- 
cultural Expert  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Mr.  Dennis  is  a 
Columbia  County  Granger,  a  State  College  graduate  and  a  wide-awake  cfhcient 

''^"^HeTesented   a   Vocational   Bill  to  .the   Manual   Training   Department   and 
asked  for  a  motion  of  approbation.    An  interview  was  P^^^""f '/"^^„^^ 
Kone  over  carefully.     It  met  with  the  approval  of  this  Committee,  and  was  then 
faiS  before  the  Legislative  Committee  of  ^^^  ^^-^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
worked  with  this  bill  until  the  Governor  signed  it     It  carried  an  ^ppr^pn^^ 
of  $240,000  placed  under  the  guardianship  of  the  Sute  Board  of  l^^^^^^^^n. 
The  Educational  Committee  of  the  State  Senate  received  us  with  kind 
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gard,  and  made  a  favorable  report  after  the  hearing.  The  Industrial  School 
advocates  all  spoke  to  the  Committee,  and  stated  their  arguments,  but  many 
members  were  doubtful  concerning  the  bill  when  one  member  said  *'Is  the 
Grange  represented  today"  and  the  influence  of  the  Grange  brought  the  bill 
"out  of  Committee." 

One  of  the  interesting  things  of  the  year  is  the  States'  buying  West  Chester 
State  Normal  School,  as  provided  in  the  School  Code.  It  is  right  that  these 
Schools  should  be  owned  by  the  State,  but  there  is  a  fault  in  the  State  Normal 
School  Course  that  should  be  changed  by  a  Grange  demand.  Education  is  adap- 
tation for  purpose.  Education  that  does  not  fulfil  that  purpose  is  worthless  Normal 
Schools  now  demand  a  four  years'  course  of  technical  training.  This  course 
is  comprehensive  enough  to  prepare  for  both  the  rural  ungraded  school  and  for 
the   Departmental  High  Schools. 

To  teach,  each  one  must  take  the  four  years'  course.  At  least  three-fourths 
of  the  teachers  who  attend  Normal  Schools  never  get  out  of  the  grades,  and 
>et  their  preparation  is  equal  to  the  High  School  teacher's  whose  salary  doubles 

hers. 

A  Central  Normal  College  should  train  all  teachers  who  propose  doing 
High  School  or  Departmental  work,  and  the  State  Course  should  be  adapted  to 
the  immediate  professional  needs  of  the  Common  Schools.  An  attempt  has 
been  made  to  make  the  Normal  School  prepare  for  College.  This  is  not  its 
purpose.     It  is  supported  by  the  State  and  it  should  do  the  State's  work. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  establish  a  Grange 
Scholarship,  one  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  School  of  Agriculture  and 
one  in  the  School  of  Household  Arts.  The  choice  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Educational  Committee  in  concurrence  with  the 
recommendation  of  the   State   Master  and  the   State   Lecturer.

Page  21.    Article  II— Officers 

SEC  1  The  officers  of  a  Grange,  National,  State,  Pomona  or  Subordinate, 
consist  of  and  rank  as  follows:  Master,  Overseer,  Lecturer,  Steward.  Assistant 
Steward,  Chaplain,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Gate-keeper,  Ceres,  Pomona,  Hora  and 
Lady  Assistant  Steward.  It  is  their  duty  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the  Order  are 
carried  out. 
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SEC.  2.  How  Chosen— In  the  Subordinate  Granges  they  shall  be  chosen 
annually  at  a  regular  meeting  in  December,  Provided  such  States  as  desire  may 
elect  in  November,  and  installed  at  a  special  or  regular  meeting  in  January,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable;  in  the  Pomona  Grange  annually  at  such  time 
as  each  Pomona  Grange  may  determine;  provided  that  State  Granges  shall  have 
the  po^yer  to  provide  for  biennial  election  of  officers  in  Pomona  Granges  in  their 
respective  jurisdictions;  in  the  State  Granges  once  in  two  years;  and  in  the 
National  Grange  once  in  two  years.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot.  Any 
Fourth  Degree  member,  in  good  standing,  shall  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  re- 
ceive the  degrees,  in  the  Pomona,  State  or  National  Grange,  within  whose  juris- 
diction such  member  may  reside.  Vacancies  by  death  or  resignation  shall  be 
filled  at  a  special  election  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Grange.  Officers 
so  chosen  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Agreed  to. 

Whereas,  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  a  Financial  Secretary  in  our 
large  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges,  and  Whereas  our  present  Constitution

Report  of  Committee  on  Domestic  Economy 

We  the  undersigned,  Committee  on  Household  Economy,  respectfully  sub- 
mit the   following  report  for  your  consideration: 

The  subject  of  Home  Economics  is  one  of  magnitude,  embracing  as  it  does, 
every  detail  of  a  comfortable  and  happy  home. 

'The  homes  of  a  Nation  are  its  strongest  forts,"  and  why?  In  the  homes 
made  fortress  strong  with  health,  fortress  proof  against  evil,  fortress  full  of 
charity  and  truth,  we,  their  parents,  are  rearing  boys  and  girls  who  must  shoulder 
the  arms  we  surrender,  and  fight  to  a  finish  the  battles  we  may  lose. 

Your  committee  endorses  the  correspondence  courses  in  Household  Econ- 
omy of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  as  a  practical  method  of  interesting  and 
instructing  our  women,  who  desire  a  study  of  systemized  and  progressive 
economics,  and  further  urge  that  our  Grange  Lecturers  get  close  to  this  feature, 
and  make  use  of  it  in  Grange  work.  .       .    ,  .   .         ,    . 

Sec.   Houston,  of  the  Dept.  of  Agriculture,  is  of  the  opinion  that  women 
on  the  farm  have  not  been  given  a  square  deal.     He  recommends  that  some  ot 
the   money   appropriated   for   agriculture   be   apportioned   to    farm   women.     He 
has  asked  of  the  women,  as  to  methods  of  assistance  that  would  bo  acceptible. 
By  way  of  answer  to  this  request  your  committee  would  suggest.  First :  Movable 
schools   of    Domestic    Economy,   with    women   as   demonstrators    and   instructors 
on  the   subjects  of   Health,   Household   Sanitation,  The   Keeping  of   Household 
Accounts,   Food   Values,   Ventilation,    Home    Nursing    these   and   many   others. 
Second :  A  system  of  bulletins  containing  diagrams  of  household  machinery  and 
labor-saving  devices  with  estimate  of  the  cost  of  mstalling  the  same.     Bulletins, 
illustrating  in  color  the  harmonious  and  well-arranged  living  room,  the  resttul, 
Kinrroom,  together  with  estimate  of  expenditures;  instruction,  teaching  us 
to  copy  from  Nature  in  the  selection  of  color  schemes,  and  to  dispense  with  the 
a^^cumulation  of   useless   in  home   decoration.     Better  one   picture,   selected  be- 
caus"  of  i^s  beauty,  because  it  is  educational,  or  because  of  its  sp-  ual  insprr^ 
tion    than  an  accumulat  on  of  meaningless  ones,  the  effect  ot   which    s   Diiter. 
Better  to  purchase  one  substantial  piece  of   furniture  at  a  time;  beautiful 
because  of  ks  'simplicity  and  strength,  than  a  clutter  of  fragile  substitutes,  for 
tlie  trenuine    which  is  the  trribute  of  true  Household  Economy. 

The  "ncrLed  cost  of  living,  under  the  selection  and  preparation  of  food- 

^"  TZTLt::^^^^^^^^  home  possess  greater  wholesomeness, 

and  enhanced  food  value  as  compared  with  the  factory  product. 
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Thus  forethought  and  skill  may  place  the  homemaker  on  the  farm  in  the 
unique  position  of  a  large  degree  of  independence  in  this  very  important  de- 
partment of   Domestic   Economy.

In  short,  show  your  loyal- 
ty, your  faith,  your  enthusiasm  for  Grange  News,  and  by  this  time  next  year 
the  publication  will  be  so  changed  that  the  present  issue  will  seem  like  an  off- 
spring in  its  swaddling  clothes.  Allow  me  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  who  have 
so  willingly  contributed.  I  know  it  takes  time  and  thought  to  get  down  to  this 
work.  Please  remember,  however,  that  this  is  YOUR  publication — yours  'jo 
enjoy,  yours  to  exploit,  yours  to  regard  as  a  mouthpiece.  If  by  any  word  of 
mine,  I  can  inoculate  your  systems  with  these  important,  impressive  truths,  I  will 
pat  myself  on  the  shoulder,  rejoicing  in'  the  fact  that  I  have  gained  a  much- 
desired  end.  And  permit  me  to  tell  you  right  here  that  this  is  not  the  only  time 
you  will  hear  from  me  this  week.  I  am  here  to  do  business,  to  interview  you, 
to  listen  to  suggestions,  to  secure  new  subscribers,  and  to  accomplish  all  that 
which  will  be  of  value  to  Grange  News. 

Nothing  would  afford  our  Worthy  Master  and  editor-in-chief  (as  well  as 
myself)  such  unalloyed  pleasure  as  to  be  able  to  give  you  each  month  a  32-page 
paper  bound  in  a  cover.

The  Legislative  Committee  presented  its  annual  report. 

Report  adopted  as  read. 

Hon.  Moses  Clapp,  U.  S.  Senator;  Hon.  Clyde  Kelly,  member  Congress; 
Hon.  Daniel  Lewes,  Congressman-at-Large ;  Hon.  Gifford  Pinchot,  were  intro- 
duced and  made  short  addresses. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  and  adopted. 

WHEREAS,     A   resolution   providing   for  a   Constitutional  Amendment  to 

extend  the   franchise  to  women  has  passed  the  last  Legislature  and  will,  when 

approved  by  the  next  Legislature,  go  before  the  voters  of  the  State  for  their 
decision  at  the  polls  in   Nov.,   1915,  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  equal  opportunity  and 
equal  voting  privileges  to  men  and  women  within  its  own  ranks,  and  has  for 
many  years  endorsed  citizenship  for  women. 

RESOLVED,  That  we,  the  Patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  in 
convention  assembled,  do  hereby  re-affirm  our  former  endorsement  of  woman 
suffrage,  and   further 

RESOLVED,  That  we  pledge  our  best  efforts  to  promote  the  passage  of 
the  woman  suffrage  amendment  by  the  next  Legislature  and  to  bring  about  its 
adoption  at  the  polls. 

WHEREAS,  The  position  of  the  State  Grange  upon  road  legislation  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  development  of  the  roads  of  the  state  along  utilitarian  and 
safe  lines  has  been  approved  by  the  people  of  the  state  by  their  votes  against 
the  iniquitous  legislation  which  sought  to  plunge  the  state  into  heavy  debt  at 
the  behest  of  interests  which  would  profit  by  pleasure  roads,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Grange  has  been  the  one  organization  to  which  the 
farmers  of  the  state  and  the  users  of  the  roads  in  general  have  been  taught  to 
look  for  honest  advice  upon  this  important  subject,  and 

WHEREAS,  This  State  Grange  recognizes  the  responsibilities  thus  forced 
ttpon  it,  with  the  good  roads  question  again  brought  to  a  normal  condition 
through  the  defeat  of  the  bond  issue,  therefore 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  hereby  declares  its  pur- 
pose to  conduct  from  this  time  forward  an  active,  aggressive  campaign  of  edu- 
cation in  favor  of  the  Grange  road  plan  as  adopted  by  this  meeting;  that  the 
columns  of  our  official  organ  be  devoted  to  articles  of  education  along  these 
lines,  and  that  the  Legislative  Committee  be  hereby  authorized  to  prosecute  this 
campaign,  both  through  the  public  prints  and  through  lecture  work  before  the 
Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  of  the  state,  and  such  other  organizations  as 
can  be  reached,  and 

RESOLVED,  That  the  illustrated  lecture  of  Doctor  Donald  McCaskey  be 
adopted  as  one  of  the  texts  for  this  campaign  and  the  services  of  the  doctor 
be  secured  in  disseminating  his  plans  for  dirt  road  maintenance  before  the 
Granges  of  the  state.  ^    ^    BLYHOLDER 

WHEREAS  Both  our  State  and  National  Departments  of  Agriculture 
have  been  granted  appropriations  to  be  expended  in  assisting  the  farmers  in  co- 
operative buying  and  selling  and  WHEREAS:  certain  requests  have  been  and 
will  be  made  of  the  several  Subordinate  Granges  for  data  relative  to  this  move- 
ment therefore  be  it  resolved  that  we  heartily  endorse  what  is  being  done  by

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Report  of  Executive  Committee 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Like  all  men  of  good  business  qualifications  who  render  an  account  at  the 
end  of  their  calendar  year,  so  we,  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  your 
custodians  during  the  year  past,  wish  to  have  you  give  every  portion  of  it  your 
careful  and  undivided  attention.  Your  Committee  has  been  practically  united 
in  every  subject  that  has  come  before  them  for  consideration,  and  with  the  aid 
of  the  Worthy  Master,  have  endeavored  to  decide  every  matter  in  such  a  way 
as  might  result  in  the  most  good  to  all  parties  concerned. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  after  our  last  annual  meeting.  Broth- 
ers Schultz,  Hennesy  and  Tyson  appeared  before  us  asking  to  have  our  next 
meeting  in  Reading.  Having  invitations  from  York,  Reading,  Huntingdon,  Leb- 
anon and  Wilkes  Barre  to  be  considered  in  line  for  the  next  meeting,  after  due 
consideration,  we  postponed  it  to  our  next  meeting. 

We  also  appointed  a  Committee  at  this  time  to  appear  before  Governor 
Tener,  and  try  to  prevail  upon  him  to  let  the  Grange  name  a  man  to  be  appointed 
by  him  to  be  a  Representative  to  the  Southern  Commercial  Congress  at  Rome, 
which  he  refused,  and  turned  the  Committee  down  flat. 

On  March  11th,  the  Executive  Committee  again  met  and  a  motion  was  made 
and  approved  that  the  Grange  send  a  Representative  to  Rome.  Motion  prevailed 
that  the  State  Grange  pay  the  balance  of  the  expense  not  contributed  by  the 
other  Granges  and  that  the  moneys  hereafter  contributed  be  returned  to  the 
State  Grange  Treasury.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Worthy  Master  Creasy  was 
tendered  the  appointment,  and  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  Grange  and  his  busi- 
ness were  so  arduous  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  accept  it,  the  position 
was  tendered  to  Brother  James  G.  McSparran  on  account  of  his  long  continued 
connection  with  the  Grange,  his  experience  as  a  Banker  and  a  practical  farmer 
and  a  Christian  gentleman  make  him  a  fit  person  to  represent  the  farmers  of 
Pennsylvania  in  that  Congress. 

Place  of  Meeting 

After  thorough  investigation  and  careful  consideration  your  Committee  were 
united  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  to  hold  this  session  in  Reading  in  the 
beautiful  County  of  Berks  where  this  State  Grange  was  organized  and  granted 
'I  charter 

On  Januarv  21,  1913,  at  the  call  of  the  Worthy  Master,  and  under  the 
auspices  of  the'  Penna.  State  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  the  Second 
annual  Congress  being  representative  of  Agricultural,  Financial,  Railroad  and 
Educational  men,  the  following  subjects  were  ably  discussed:  Vocational  Train- 
ing in  Public  Schools,  Rural  Credits,  More  Advantageous  Storing  and  Irans- 
porting  Farm  Products,  and  a  general  good  business  scheme  for  improving  high- 
ways by  the  State.  The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Worthy  Master 
to  name  the  date  of  the  next  Annual  Meeting.

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Other  Houses  under  contract  with  State  Grange  pay  their  rebate  by  placing 
an  ad.  in  the  Grange  News,  thereby  avoiding  paying  directly  the  rebate  to  the 
State  Grange.  The  rebate  from  Hooven  &  Allison  is  not  as  large  as  in  former 
years  owing,  no  doubt,  to  many  patrons  purchasing  their  supply  of  twine  through 
the  Keystone  Exchange  and  other  sources.  Many  of  our  members  make  com- 
plaints about  the  rebate  paid  to  the  State  Grange.  They  think  them  too  small, 
but  those  same  Patrons,  when  they  make  a  purchase  fail  to  patronize  our  trade 
houses,  but  do  so  elsewhere  probably  for  the  saving  of  a  single  cent. 

Patrons,  let  us  get  together;  let  us  throw  aside  our  petty  prejudice,  and 
unite  under  the  banner  Unity  is  Strength. 

Insurance 

Our  Co-operative  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies  have  proven  a  success 
beyond  a  doubt,  and  have  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  members  of  the  Grange, 
and  saved  them  Thousands  of  Dollars. 

Life  Insurance  is  of  great  importance  too,  and  should  receive  the  serious 
consideration  of  Patrons  and  after  a  long  study  of  the  subject  your  Executive 
Committee  has  concluded  that  the  only  safe  Life  Insurance  is  on  the  legal  re- 
serve plan,  and  to  carry  out  this  proposition,  we  have  followed  the  line  of  ap- 
proving the  action  of  the  New  York  State  Grange  for  a  legal  reserve  Life  In- 
surance Company,  majority  of  the  stock  to  be  owned  and  controlled  by  Members 
of  the  Granges.  Brother  E.  B.  Norris.  Post  Master  of  the  New  York  State 
Grange  and  other  active  members  of  Pennsvlvania  are  organizing  a  Life  In- 
surance Co.  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  upon  legal  reserve  basis, 
a  plan  of  which  has  been  fully  explained  in  the  Worthy  Master's  report,  and  we 
would   recommend   that  you   read   that   with   care   and   all   the   other   articles   of 

his  address. 

Mileage 

The  question  of  payment  of  mileage  will  be  settled  by  this  body.  Your 
Committee  are  united  in  their  opinion  that  the  Delegates  that  attend  each  and 
every  session,  and  who  traveled  over  the  nearest  route  are  entitled  to  mileage. 

Grievances 

In  our  report  one  vear  ago.  your  Committee  recommended  that  many  of 
their  grievances  that  are  created  generally  through  misunderstandings  could  be 
«;ettled  more  cheerfullv  and  amiably  risrht  at  home  in  their  Subordinate  Grange. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  this  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  membership, 
and  the  grievances  have  been  on  the  decrease,  which  speaks  for  the  fraternal 
feeling  in  our  noble  order. 

Growth  of  the  Grange 

We  are  glad  to  report  splendid  progress  in  Grange  work  during  the  past 
vear  In  1912  our  State  stood  second  in  number  of  Granges  added  to  the  list. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  that  in  1913.  we  rank  first  in  the  Il^l^^f^.  S^'^^'^'^'^l 
The  number  organized  from  October  1st,  1912  to  September  30th,  1913.  was  53 
re-organized,  4,  and  many  of  these  new  Granges  are  very  active,  having  ap- 
pointed Committees  to  devise  plans,  ways  and  means   for  building  new  Halls.

Report  of  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges 

Worthy  Master,  Brothers  and  Sisters :  Your  committee  on  Dormant  Granges 
have  the  one  unsolved  problem  on  their  hands  how  to  prevent  and  how  to  cure 
dormancy  in  the  Grange.  Frequently  it  is  reported  by  the  organizer  of  a  good 
strong  Grange  with  the  essential  qualities  of  education,  ability  and  enthusiasm, 
but  before  long  the  Grange  is  reported  as  dormant.  Another  comes  forward 
with  a  greatly  increased  membership.  In  examining  the  reports  of  committees 
on  Dormant  Granges  made  to  the  National  and  several  State  Granges,  we  note 
the  recommendations  and  remedies  for  dormancy  offered,  and  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  a  disease,  and  that  our  order  has  been  subject  to  it  ever 
since  it  was  organized.  We  recommend  this  line  of  work  be  looked  after  by 
the  deputies  and  lecturers  with  the  co-operation  of  members.  Therefore  BE  IT 
RESOLVED,  That  we  as  representatives  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  of  this 
great  state  co-operate  with  the  deputies  and  lecturers  of  the  different  counties  and 
make  a  special  effort  during  the  year  1914  to  re-organize  each  and  every  dormant 

Grange  in  the  State.

Report  of  Committee  on  Agriculture 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  at  Reading, 
Pa.,   Dec.  9-12,   1913,  the  Agricultural  Committee  begs  to  submit  the   followmg 

In  most  sections  of  our  beloved  state,  agriculture  has  taken  long  strides 
ahead  during  the  past  year.  Men  and  women  of  the  county  are  waking  up  to 
the  fact  that  farming  is  a  business  to  be  carried  on  under  b"smess  prmc.ples  and 
not  merely  a  turning  over  the  soil,  planting  the  seeds  and  ^^tchmg  the  things 
firow.  We  suggest  that  every  Granger  present  carry  back  home  with  th«n  the 
frm  resolve  to  keep  strict  account  of  every  expenditure  and  --e^lPt-  .^"^„f "^; 
ing  out  where  to  put  most  of  his  or  her  energy.  Study  your  soil  and  conserve 
it  or  build  it  up  as  the  case  may  be,  then  specialize. 

We  know  how  to  raise  produce  but  when  it  comes  to  '"^^^^^t"lf  th^same 
we  are  sadly  deficient.     Grange  warehouses  are  springing  up  at  various  pomis 
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all  over  the  State.  Let  us  double,  yes  triple,  the  number,  and  then  go  after  the 
consumer's  end  and  crowd  out  the  useless  individuals  who  sit  in  their  upholstered 
chairs  at  their  mahogany  desks  and  tell  us  what  they  will  pay  for  our  products 
and  what  we  shall  pay  for  theirs.  When  we  get  our  community  warehouses, 
why  can't  we  have  distributing  warehouses  in  the  various  cities  and  ourselves 
control  the  supply  and  thus  keep  prices  where  they  should  be?  Think  it  over 
Brothers  and  sisters,  then  trade  ideas  with  your  fellow  members,  in  this  way 
75,000  people  will  be  trying  to  solve  the  question  and  a  way  will  be  found  for 
us  to  get  more  than  35c  of  the  consumer's  dollar. 

Another  very  important  thing  has  come  to  our  notice  during  the  past  few 
years  many  times,  and  that  is  the  poor  care  of  farm  implements.  When  we  pay 
seventy-five  or  a  hundred  dollars  for  a  cow  do  we  let  her  stand  out  in  the  cold 
all  winter  with  not  even  a  roof  over  her.  No!  Then  why  pay  the  same  amount 
for  a  drill  or  a  harvester  and  let  it  spend  the  winter  where  we  last  used  it.  Don't 
be  afraid  of  spending  a  little  money  for  oil  or  to  build  a  shed  instead  of  paying 
it  out  many  times  over  for  new  machines,  and  thus  supporting  those  who  wont 
even  recognize  us,  the  Harvester  Trust. 

We  can  find  no  more  fitting  conclusion  for  our  report  than  an  appeal  to 
the  Brothers  to  lighten  in  some  way  the  burdens  of  the  housewives.  We  always 
jump  at  anything  which  we  think  will  make  the  work  in  the  fields  easier 
Shouldn't  we  show  the  same  consideration  for  our  women-folks  as  we  do  for 
our  horses.  Let  us  look  around  when  we  get  hack  home  and  just  see  if  there 
isn't  some  way  in  which  we  can  make  household  duties  more  attractive  and 
cur  Sisters  young  and  happy,  God  bless  them  all.

WHEREAS,  If  the  Ammonia  is  derived  from  leather  scrap,  and  other  in- 
ferior materials,  the  goods  may  analyze  up  to  the  guarantee  in  the  laboratory, 
and  obtain  a  high  valuation  in  the  Bulletin,  and  yet  are  almost  worthless  as  a 
crop  producer  and  enricher  of  the  soil,  and 

WHEREAS  Under  present  conditions  the  manufacturer  who  uses  inferior 
material  will  be  given  as  high  a  Commercial  value  in  the  Bulletin  as  the  manu- 
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facturer   who  uses  high   grade  material;   such   as   Animal  Tankage,   Blood   and 
Bone,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
calls  particular  attention  to  this  feature  on  page  No.  10  of  Bulletin  230  wherein 
they  state  'THAT  A  FERTILIZER  MAY  BE  MADE  UP  FROM  INFERIOR 
MATERIAL  AND  YET  HAVE  A  HIGH  VALUATION ;"  Therefore,  BE  IT 
RESOLVED,  That  we  recommend  that  a  law  be  enacted  requiring  that  each  fac- 
tory, offering  goods  for  sale  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  stamp  each  and  every 
bag  of  fertilizer  manufactured  with  the  kinds  and  amounts  of  raw  materials 
used.

The  Committee  on  Horticulture  submit  the  following  report : 

No  resolutions  have  been  offered,  yet  we  feel  we  should  make  a  report  of 
conditions  and  prospects. 

Pennsylvania  had  not  been  considered  a  horticultural  state  until  recent  years. 
We  have  in  this  great  state  of  Pennsylvania  soil,  and  climatic  conditions  that  will 
l»ioduce  fruit  of  the  highest  quality,  as  is  proven  annually  by  the  exhibits  at 
agricultural  fairs  and  at  the  meetings  of  our  Horticultural  Society. 

Fruit-growing  is  becoming  one  of  the  most  profitable  branches  of  agriculture 

in  this  State. 

Adams  County,  upon  whose  soil  one  of  the  most  if  not  the  most  bloody 
battles  of  our  Civil  War  was  fought  and  also  upon  which  soil  50  years  later 
the  grandest  reunion  of  one-time  enemies  was  held,  when  instead  of  bayonets 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship  was  extended,  possesses  the  best  soil  and  natural 
conditions  for  producing  first-class  fruit.  We  have  the  very  best  markets  that 
are  never  over-supplied  with  choice  fruit.  The  great  fruit-growing  sections  of 
the  Northwest  cannot  compete  with  Pennsylvania  in  growing  fruit  of  quality 
nor  in  cheapness  of  marketing  the  same.  r      .     i    ^ 

The  fruit  crop  of  this  year  is  a  short  one,  mostly  due  to  late  frosts  last 
spring— many  low-lying  sections  having  no  fruit  at  all  while  in  more  elevated 

sections  there  was  a  full  crop.  .    ,      ^^       t  i    u      j    * 

In  many  sections  of  the  State  the  ravages  of  the  San  Jose  scale  has  destroy- 
ed old  orchards  and  others  have  died  from  neglect  and  starvation  but  young 
orchards  have  been  planted,  which  if  intelligently  pruned  cultivated  fertilized 
and  sprayed  it  will  only  be  a  question  of  a  few  years  when  Pennsylvania  will 
rank  as  the  greatest  fruit-growing  State  of  the  nation.

Dairy  Interests  Committee  reported. 

The  United  States  census  report  for  1910  gives  the  number  of  dairy  cows 
m  Pennsylvania  as  1,586,519. 

The  following  estimates  have  been  made: 

Value  of  dairy  cows  in  1913  at  $50  per  cow  or  $87,258,545. 
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The  average  dairies  being  10  cows  or  158,651  dairy  farms. 

That  it  requires  2V2   persons  to  attend  every  10  cows  or  296,627. 

The  value  of  barns,  milk  houses,  etc.,  at  $1,000  per  dairy  or  $158,651,000. 

Farm  machinery  at  $1,000  per  dairy  $158,651,000. 

Three  horses  per  farm  valued  at  $500.00  per  158,651   farms,  $79,325,500. 

Eight  acres  of  land  per  cow  at  $50.00  per  acre,  $634,607,600. 

Value  of  house  for  home  for  people  at  $1,000  per  dairy  farm,  $158,651,000. 

Creameries,  milk  cans,  etc.,  at  $10.00  per  cow  or  $15,865,100,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $1,293,012,535.00. 

In  addition  to  this  report  you  will  readily  see  that  these  figures  show  an 
enormous  money  value.  You  will  also  readily  see  that  this  does  not  include  help 
for  the  creamery  and  many  other  necessary  expenses  which  would  add  greatly 
to  the  grand  total. 

Some  of  the  chief  essentials,  to  be  considered  in  the  care  of  milk  are  clean- 
liness, sanitary  surroundings,  and  plenty  of  pure  cold  water. 

In  showing  you  how  the  milk  business  is  handled  in  some  sections  of  the 
State,  there  is  located  at  Union  City  a  very  large  plant  erected  by  the  Merrill 
Soule  Co.  who  manufacture  powdered  milk  from  skimmed  milk,  they  also  powder 
the  buttermilk. 

This  company  pays  bv  the  Babcock  test  which  we  believe  to  be  very  just 
when  rightly  handled  by  a  competent  person. 

This  committee  would  recommend  that  if  there  are  laws  enacted  for  the 
betterment  of  the  dairy  interests  as  a  whole  they  be  enforced. 

Also  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  oppose  the  coloring  of  oleomar- 
garine so  as  to  make  it  resemble  yellow  butter.

Report  of  Committee  on  Juvenile  Granges 

We  often  hear  it  remarked  that  the  best  crop  of  the  farm  is  the  boys  and 
girls.     Do  we  really  believe  this  to  be  true.     How  careful  we  are  to  see  when 
night  comes  that  the  chickens,  cattle  and  horses  are  snug  in  their  quarters  and 
too  often  the  children  are  allowed  to  roam  the  country  streets  where  they  will. 
Someone  has  asked  the  question  ''when  should  the  training  of  a  child  begin,     and 
Ihe  answer  was  given,  one  hundred  vears  before  they  are  born.  If  a  child  has 
a  right  to  be  well  born  thev  surely  have  the  right  to  be  properly  cared  for  until 
they  are  capable  of  caring  for  themselves.       I  know  of  no  better  place  to  teach 
them  self-control  and  self-reliance  than  in  the  Grange.     To  me  the  most  critical 
time  in  a  child's  life  is  from  birth  to  the  age  of  14,  and  all  this  time  they  are 
excluded  from  the  Grange,  cind  many  parents  are  denied  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  Grange  on  account  of  the  children  that  must  be  left  alone  at  home.     How 
recessary  then  is  a  Juvenile  Grange  where  the  little  ones  may  be  safe  and  t)e 
taught  things  that  will  lead  them  out  to  the  broader  helds  of  usefulness      it  is 
not  such  a  difficult  thing  for  any  Grange  to  have  a  Juvenile  Department.     A  room 
if  possible  adjoining  the  main  hall  and  a  matron  who  loves  children,  to  care  tor 
them      It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  be  an  honorary  member  of  such  a  Grange  ana

From  then  until  the  present  time  she  has  wielded  an  influence 
on  the  destinies  of  men  which  from  year  to  year  seems  to  increase  in  power  and 
in  diversity.  We  believe  that  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  her  work  is 
the  directing  of  the  home.  The  future  destinies  of  the  child  are  largely  in  the 
mother's  keeping,  thus  lifting  mankind  to  a  higher  plane  and  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  a  successful  life.  She  enters  into  the  plans  of  the  husband  and  enables 
him  to  accomplish  what  would  have  been  impossible  but  for  the  timely  sugges- 
tions of  the  one  whom  God  has  said  shall  be  a  helpmate  for  him. 

The  Grange  is  the  first  and  only  organization  that  admits  woman  on  an 
<iqual  basis  with  man,  so  after  all  these  years  of  existence  in  which  our  lives  have 
broadened  to  such  an  extent  there  seems  to  be  no  limits  to  woman's  work.  The 
organization  seems  to  expect  us  to  fill  all  places.  When  we  look  back  upon 
woman's  sphere  many  years  ago  we  certainly  cannot  help  feeling  very  grateful 
to  the  founders  of  this  organization  for  lifting  us  up  and  placing  us  in  our 
proper  places.

Report  of  Peace  Committee 

WHEREAS,     Hon.  Josephus   Daniels,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  has  recom- 
mended to  the  President  and  Congress  thaMhe  United.  States  accept  the  pr^^^^^^^^^^ 
of  Mr.  Winston  Churchhill,  Lord  of  the  British  Admiralty,  for  a  years  holiday 
in  naval  construction,  provided  that  similar  action  is  taken  by  other  nations,  and, 

WHEREAS,    The  Penna.  State  Grange  in  its  4lst  Annual  Session  assembled 
do  approve  and  endorse  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  danger  and  burden  of  increasing  armaments  is  fully  rec- 
ognized and  appreciated,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  meeting  unites  in  the  hope  that  our  government 
rnay  through  international  agreement,  and,  therefore,  without  prejudicing  its  own 
interests,  adopt  this  naval  holiday,  and  to  this  extent  reduce  the  war  budgets  of 
the  world,  making  possible  the  accomplishment  of  needed  improvements  in  flood 
prevention,  reforestation,  irrigation,  education,  improved  channels  and  harbors, 
and  the  extermination  of  preventable  disease  and  the  white  slave  traffic. 

WHEREAS,  In  harmony  with  the  advanced  and  positive  position  which  the 
Penna.  State  Grange  has  always  maintained  upon  the  subject  of  international 
peace  the  committee  urges  that  at  this  Forty-first  Annual  Session  we  not  only 
reiterate  and  emphasize  every  statement  and  proposition  which  we  have  made 
npon  this  great  international  question  and  if  possible  take  it  to  a  higher  stand 
so  that  the  entire  world  may  know  that  the  farmers  of  America,  especially  this 
vast  army  of  them  which  we  represent,  believe  that  all  matters  of  national  honor 
should  be  settled  by  arbitration. 

W^e  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  among  all  leading  nations  of  the  earth  the 
sentiment  in  universal  peace  has  made  great  advancement  in  the  last  few  years 
and  we  hope  and  believe  that  in  the  very  near  future  the  desire  of  peace  on  earth 
and  good  will  among  all  nations  of  the  world  shall  become  the  universal  senti- 
ment of  mankind.  We  endorse  the  thought  and  plans  of  our  Secretary  of  State 
for  arbitration  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  each  of  the  other  nations 
and  especially  that  phase  of  such  proposed  treaties,  which  requires  a  year's  con- 
sideration of  any  matter  of  international  diff'erences  by  wisely  selected  arbitra- 
tion tribunal  before  any  preparation  shall  be  made  by  either  nation  toward  any 
other  than  a  peaceful  settlement  of  the  question  in  .dispute. 

WHEREAS,  Renews  its  earnest  pledge  to  the  commanding  cause  of  the 
world's  pleace  and  order  to  which  the  Granges  of  the  country  have  been  steadily 
devoted,  keenly  and  sensible  that  the  burden  of  taxation  for  the  present  not 
monstrous  armaments  of  the  nations  falls  most  heavily  upon  the  agricultural 
interests  and  industrial  classes.  We  gratefully  hail  the  warm  response  of  our 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  recent  proposal  of  the  head  of  the  British  Admiralty 
for  international  co-operation  in  limitation  of  naval  armaments  and  expenditure. 
We  gratefully  recognize  the  enlightened  and  courageous  actions  of  Congress  in 
the  last  two  years  in  cutting  down  our  own  battleship  program  and  v/e  urge  un- 
compromising adherence  to  this  progressive  policy  and  to  all  measures  which 
tend  to  the  supplanting  of  the  rule  of  forces  by  the  rule  of  justice  and  reason 
among  nations.

Report  of  Committee  on  Co-Operation 

Your  Committee  on  Co-operation  is  deeply  grieved  to  mention  the  fact  that 
the  project  which  for  many  years  had  been  discussed  session  after  session  and 
lastly  launched  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange, 
is  attacked  by  resolution  submitted  for  their  consideration.  Your  committee  is 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  best  intellect  of  the  Penna.  State  Grange  had  been  for 
years  engaged  in  solving  the  problem  of  the  exchange  of  the  products  of  the 
farm  for  other  products  and  commodities  as  well  as  luxuries  without  receiving 
less  than  the  cost  of  the  products  to  be  sold,  and  paying  double  prices  for  pur- 
chases made.  Your  committee  regrets  that  resolutions  reflecting  on  the  manner 
and  method  of  the  business  done  by  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  vvere  sub- 
mitted for  their  consideration.  Your  committee  after  careful  deliberation  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  resolutions  submitted  are  of  such  a  nature  as  will  bring  about 
discord,  mistrust  and  loss  of  good  faith  instead  of  (if  any  wrong  is  existing) 
correcting  the  matter  mentioned  in  the  resolutions  offered  and  bringing  about 
harmony,  faith  and  good  will.  Furthermore  the  resolution  contains  a  direct 
personal  attack  and  saves  more  or  less  of  grievances,  in  which  case  this  com- 
mittee has  no  jurisdiction.  We  therefore  disapprove  of  this  resolution  and  rec- 
ommend that  they  be  stricken  from  the  minutes,  and  recommend  as  a  safe- 
guard to  further  resolutions  of  such  a  character,  that  a  careful  investigation  be 
made  of  the  matter  before  action  is  taken. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  undoubt- 
edly makes  ample  provisions  for  the  general  management  of  the  corporation,  and 
binding  its  officials  to  a  strict  performances  of  their  duties  under  the  general 
corporation  laws.  Your  committee  recommends  the  adjustment  of  any  irregu- 
larities or  violations  of  the  rules,  regulations  and  matters  pertaining  to  the  con- 
ducting of  the  business  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  to  be  brought  before 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  same  and  adjusted  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
governing  the  Exchange. 

Your  committee  also  recommends  that  the  Granges  throughout  the  State 
should  as  far  as  practical  make  use  of  the  Exchange,  thereby  increasing  the  busi- 
ness thereof  to  such  dimensions,  as  was  originally  intended,  by  the  btate  Grange 
when  approval  of  the  project  was  endorsed. 

Experience  has  proved  that  in  every  instance  where  an  attempt  of  the  Order 
was  made  to  concentrate  their  orders  for  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of  what 
nature  or  kind  so  ever,  an  immediate  rush  was  made  by  parties  whose  business 
interests  might  have  been  more  or  less  affected,  to  thwart  the  Pjoj^^'n  either 
a  direct  or  indirect  manner.  As  long  as  the  Grange  does  "«^^,^"^^^^f,^;^",  f 
hxed  business  system  and  strictly  adheres  to  and  carries  «"t  such  principles  to 
Ihe  very  letter,  so  long  will  our  business  ship  be  tossed  about  on  the  ^aves  ot 
faction,^jealou;y  and  ill  will  and  feeling  among  the  members  of  the  Order. 

The  Order  has  grown  old  enough,  to  have  learned  that  by  working  har- 
r^nn\nu^]v  together  each  brother  and  sister  trying  to  do  his  and  her  tun  auiy 
in  l^^ith  Lpe^  an^^  fidelity,  success,  of  anything  undertaken  can  only

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Committee  on  Legislation  reported  on  resolutions  referred  to  them  as  follows : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Legislation 

No.  1.  Since  the  coal  developments  of  our  Commonwealth  has  attained  to  such 
proportions  we  are  confronted  with  a  calamity  by  the  hundreds  of  worthless  mon- 
i^rel  dogs  that  are  not  only  a  menace  to  human  lives,  while  thousands  of  dollars  are 
spent  annually  for  prevention  of  rabies  and  many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  live- 
stock are  destroyed,  and  the  sheep  husbandry,  of  which  this  State  used  to  be 
proud,  must  soon  be  abandoned,  and  as  our  present  dog  law  is  deficient,  either 
as  to  getting  rid  of  worthless  dogs,  or  of  raising  revenue  to  pay  the  damage  sus- 
tained by  them,  and  feeling  that  it  is  not  just  to  raise  the  tax,  as  it  is  simply 
whipping  the  horse  that  is  willing  to  pull,  we  therefore  submit  the  following 
bill  which  we  believe  would  be  just  and  fair  to  the  lover  of  a  good  dog,  and  will 
cither  increase  the  dog  fund,  or  decrease  the  number  of  dogs  and  hence  curtail 
so  much  loss. 

AN  ACT 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  enacted  that  upon  the  passage  of  this  bill  that  all  owners  of 
land  or  lands  in  this  Commonwealth  (whether  private  or  corporate)  who  permit 
the  keeping  or  harboring  of  dog  or  dogs  by  the  tenants  or  employes  occupying 
said  land  or  lands,  said  owners  of  land  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  payment 
of  all  taxes  levied  upon  said  tenants'  dog  or  dogs  whether  male  or  female  and 
above  the  age  of  six  months. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  payment  of  said  annual  tax  by  land  owner,  corporation 
or  employer,  it  shall  then  be  their  privilege  and  also  be  legal  to  deduct  the  amount 
paid  from  any  moneys  due  or  becoming  due  from  the  tenant  or  employe,  who 
owns  or  harbors  the  dog  upon  which  the  said  tax  was  assessed.  In  case  such 
dog  tax  remains  unpaid  or  becomes  delinquent,  it  will  then  be  recovered  as  other 
taxes  imposed  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  3.  All  dogs  returned  to  the  Assessors  for  registration  must  wear  a 
substantial  collar  provided  by  the  owner,  and  at  the  time  of  assessment  will  be 
fiven  a  metal  tag  by  the  Assessor  C without  charge),  said  tag  to  be  placed  and 
remain  on  collar  of  dog  so  registered  during  year  for  which  it  is  issued,  said  tag 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  paid  for  out  of  the  fund 
realized  from  the  taxation  of  dogs.  The  Commissioners  of  the  several  counties 
shall  furnish  annually  to  the  different  Assessors  the  above  mentioned  tags  upon 
v>hich  shall  be  stamped  a  number  in  figures  and  opposite  the  initial  M  or  F  to 
distinguish  the  sex  of  said  dog  and  also  the  year  for  which  said  tag  was  issued. 
And  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Assessor  when  assessing  dog  and  furnishing 
said  tag  to  keep  on  his  books  a  duplicate  number  with  sex  initial  and  year  and 
also  the  name  of  dog  owner  designated  as  land  owner  or  tenant. 

Sec.  4  As  soon  as  the  Assessors  have  completed  their  work  and  returned 
their  books  to  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties,  it  then  shall  be  the 
duties  of  said  commissioners  to  give  public  notice  in  at  least  three  of  the  papers 
liaving  the  largest  circulation  in  said  County.  That  any  land  owner,  who  owns 
dog  or  dogs  and  has  neglected  or  had  no  opportunity  of  havig  said  dog  assessed 
and  wishing  to  have  them  protected  must  make  application  to  the  Assessor  of 
their  respective  district  or  the  commissioners  of  their  respective  counties  and 
comply  with  Sec.  3  in  regard  to  collar  and  ownership  and  procure  the  necessary 
registration   tag  within   thirty   days    from   said  notice.     Said   notices   to   be  paid 

ior  out  of  the  dog  tax  fund.  .       .  ,         .         ,,   j  .  •  „ 

Sec  5  After  thirty  days  from  date  of  said  notice  all  dogs  not  wearing  on 
collar  the  aforesaid  numbered  tag  are  hereby  declared  to  be  of  no  use  and  a 
public  nuisance  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  of  each  township  or  dis- 
trict to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs  and  for  such  service  said  constable 
will  be  entitled  to  receive  for  each  dog  killed  and  buried,  cremated  or  legally 
disposed  of  by  him,  from  the  County  Commissioners  out  of  the  fund  realized 
from  the  taxation  of  dogs  the  sum  of  One  Dollar,  tor  his  failure  to  Perform 
his  official  duty  under  this  section  he  will  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  Two  Dollars 
for  each  offense,  which  sums  shall  be  deducted  from  any  moiieys  due  said 
official  from  the  county  at  the  next  settlement  between  said  officer  and  the 
County  Commissioners.  All  moneys  received  from  such  penalties  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  dog  tax  fund.     Such  unregistered  dogs  may  also  be  killed  by  any 
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owner  of  land  or  lands  within  this  Commonwealth,  or  their  tenant  or  employes 
upon  whose  land  such  dog  may  be  found  and  in  either  case,  whether  by  Constable 
or  land  owner,  tenant  or  employe,  the  owner  of  such  dogs  so  killed  shall  have  no 
recourse  at  law  whatever. 

Sec.  6  If  between  the  time  of  assessment  or  registration  and  the  time  that 
the  annual  dog  tax  becomes  due,  any  land  owner  whose  dog  or  dogs  may  have 
died  or  been  stolen  (but  not  given  away  or  sold)  and  the  Assessors  book  show 
that  such  dog  or  dogs  have  been  properly  numbered  and  assessed  and  said  land 
owner  by  returning  the  aforesaid  tag  with  duplicate  number  or  by  oath  or  satis- 
factory evidence  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  they  may  have  tax  against 
j-aid  dead  or  stolen  dog  cancelled.

If  the  aforesaid  constable  of  any  district  prefers  he  may  have  the 
privilege  of  employing  one  or  more  aids  designated  as  dog  catchers  to  perform 
his  duties  under  Sec.  5,  but  said  constable  will  in  all  cases  be  liable  for  their 
fees  and  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  8.  AH  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

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FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  SESSION 


RESOLUTION   CARRIED   UNANIMOUSLY   BY  THE   NATIONAL   POP- 
ULAR  GOVERNMENT   LEAGUE  AT   ITS    FIRST    SESSION 
HELD   IN   MEMORIAL    CONTINENTAL    HALL, 
WASHINGTON,   D.   C,   DEC.    6,    1913 

The  National  Popular  Government  League  in  its  first  convention  assembled, 
hereby  makes  the  following  one  of  the  declaration  of  principles  and  policies  in 
specific  furtherance  of  its  declared  purpose  to  perfect  and  protect  the  implements 
of  popular  government  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  people  to  the  end 
that  each  generation  may  take  advantage  of  human  progress  in  working  out  its 
own  problems: 

THE  GATEWAY  AMENDMENT 

Hitherto  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  however,  well  adapted  to 
the  times  in  which  it  was  established  has  often  proved  the  bulwark  of  what  is 
called  conservative  because  it  is  old  and  insurmountable  obstacle  to  what  is 
called  radical  because  it  is  new.  The  right  of  each  generation  to  establish  and 
revise  its  fundamental  law  is  inherent  in  popular  sovereignty.  We,  therefore, 
favor  the  speedy  adoption  of  the  so-called  "Gateway  Amendment"  by  which  in 
the  future  the  Federal  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  proposal  submitted  con- 
currently by  not  less  than  ten  states  and  approved  by  popular  vote  by  a  majority 
of  those  voting  thereon  in  the  country  at  large,  which  shall  include  a  majority 
of  those  voting  thereon  in  a  majority  of  the  states.

Report  of  Keystone  Grange 

In  submitting  my  first  annual  report  of  the  Exchange,  I  am  pleased  to  record 
that  while  the  amount  of  business  actually  transacted  was  not  large,  yet  the 
volume  of  business  as  compared  with  the  amount  of  capital  .received  on  stock 
subscriptions  was  both  interesting  and  gratifying.  .     ,    ,         i. 

Sufficient  progress  was  made  to  convince  the  most  skeptical  that  the  move- 
ment is  not  only  practical  but  possible,  and  its  possibilities  far  reaching  Ihe 
foundation  has  been  well  laid  for  one  of  the  greatest  structures  in  Grange 
building  that  was  ever  undertaken.  Its  success  means  a  new  era  in  the  history 
of  our  Order.  None  of  the  victories  of  the  Grange,  past  or  present,  have  done 
or  will  do  so  much  for  the  Order  in  general  as  co-operation. 

It  means  a  new  system  of  distribution  both  from  the  factory  to  the  farm 
and  from  the  farm  to  the  consumer.  It  means  a  recognition  of  the  rights  ot 
the  "Common  People,"  a  reduction  in  the  high  cost  of  living,  a  bringing  together 
of  the  producer  and  the  consumer,  thus  recognizing  the  principle  of  the  Universal 
Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the  overshadowing  Fatherhood  of  God. 

To  accomplish  this,  we  must  have  a  oneness  of  thought  and  a  singleness  ot 
purpose  on  the  part  of  our  members.  There  can  be  no  diversion  of  opinion  of 
moment,  no  antagonistic  ideas  or  expressions  of  mistrust  or  lack  of  confidence . 
but  all  must  work  with  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity  that  should  characterize 
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our  every  thought  and  action ;  and  by  this  method  alone  will  we  achieve  success. 
Selfish  motives,  selfish  interests  and  personal  ambitions  must  be  put  aside, 
and  all  must  work  for  each  and  each  for  all.  It  will  mean  sacrifice  and  self- 
denial  on  the  part  of  both  our  leaders  and  our  members.  We  are  building  a 
structure,  not  alone  for  the  present,  but  for  all  time  to  come.  Not  for  ourselves 
alone,  but  for  our  children  and  our  children's  children.  Let  us  build  then,  with 
our  aims  and  purposes  extending  beyond  the  present  into  the  ever  onward  rushing 
future. 

Every  Grange  and  every  member  should  become  a  living  exponent  of  this 
great  movement.  Many  obstacles .  will  be  met,  many  difficulties  will  be  encoun- 
tered and  many  failures  will  confront  us,  but  each  time  we  turn  them  aside  we 
become  stronger  and  more  potential. 

The  problem  of  co-operation  will  be  solved  very  much  the  same  as  other 
problems  have  been  solved  by  the  Grange,  by  united  and  concerted  action.  If 
your  Grange  has  not  joined  our  ranks,  enlist  and  get  on  the  firing  line;  the 
battle  is  on.  Fraternally  submitted,
